Ali Haidar, in this article, applies three types of ideal dominations — legal, charis- 
matic and traditional — identified by Max Weber, in the budget formulation process 
in an organisation to understand the validity of this formulation in the field of 
resource allocation in a Westminster model of cabinet government, that is the 
Government of New Zealand. 

In this empirical study of modes of functioning within an organisation, Haidar 
discovered that despite contrary claims, "there did exist a set of rules and an 

authoritative hierarchy in the resource allocation It was also found that for major 

part of budgeting, actual process conformed to the formally established mode". 
Based on his findings, Haidar concludes, "the actual process of New Zealand 
budgeting was a mixture of bureaucratic and charismatic elements" which do not 
in any way "invalidate Weberian formulation of modes of functioning in organisa- 
tion in terms of ideal types ".

Between the lack of realism, of fee liberal position and an apology of the State, there 
is room for dear analysis and proper control of the modern functions of fee State as 
for as the search for sodal efficacy is concerned— a complex objective which goes 


beyond the highly limited one of cost effectiveness. Neither economic assumptions 
nor multiple-criteria assessment are good enough for deciding or evaluating socially 
effective action. The public sector should set an example and provide the lead in 
the search for efficacy.

In the first article, V. Subramaniam provides a sodo-political perspective on the 
theme of this number in its wide context analysing in the process: (a) causes of recent 
spurt of interest in this field, (b) evolution of traditional and modem techniques of 
training, and (c) current tendendes and problems. Before conducing his contribu- 
tion, he also briefly discusses issues relating to: general disillusionment with the 
results flowing from training, espedally with reference to sodo-cultural context; 
relevance of university teaching of Public Administration; evaluating effectiveness 
of training; and problems of organising and controlling training by state for all skills 
rand professions. 

In the context of developmental challenges, R.B. Jain discusses fundamental ques- 
tions on dvil service training in India relating to its basic objectives characteristic 
needs of administrators, form and content of training, etc. Besides identifying 
problem areas of training, he also suggests certain measures to enhance effectiveness 
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of training, such as defining training objectives, outlining a training policy, 
strengthening programme of R&D for training, etc. 

The next article by R.P. Slater and J.R. Watson gives a' theoretical and scholarly 
interpretation of the changes that have come about at global level in the field of 
development management training. According to them, the first wave comprised 
teaching of management techniques and procedures, the second imparting 
knowledge through "development studies" and the third "capacity building" instead 
of mere transfer of knowledge under the preceding two waves. After discussing the 
profiles of the three waves, -the authors give an account of the attempts made by the 
Development Administration Group (of the University of Birmingham and India's 
NIRD) to take micro-learning through field work in the area of training in rural 
development. 

CP. Bhambhri observes in his article that mismatch between theory and practice in 
training emerges because the premises of training are not in conformity with the 
expected practice ofpublic administrators. To him, linkage between goals of society, 
role of administration and the capabilities of administration to achieve social goals 
is a critical issue in the operationalisation of a training programme of public 
administrators. After relating India"s experience in training during the past four 
decades, he blames that our expectations from training programmes were based on 
wrong premises. 

Ishwar Dayal deliberates on the methodologies being followed in dvil service 
training in India at the entry-point, and the mid-career short-term of four-week and 
one- week duration) programmes and the insights accruing therefrom for the benefit 
of the teacher. 

M.S. Gumpadaswamy, while raising wider issues relating to efficacy of public 
administration in India in order to inspire trust and confidence of common man, 
demands that the training policy needs to be changed suitably to ensure that a dvil 
servant could be accepted by general public ""as a friend and guide and not as its 
adversary"". 

M.N. Buch feels that training function is presently being discharged with a mechani- 
cal approach which has caused suspidon about the relevance of training itself. He, 
therefore, suggests having a dose look at the system of training in army and to draw 
lessons to make training more meaningful. Buch disfavours the system of sandwich 
course at the National Academy and wants it to be replaced by an intensive 
professional course. He, in fact, raises demand for having more spedalised training 
institutions to meet the specific needs of different services. For incumbents of All 
India Services, he identifies stages of training at 5, 10, 15 years of service and also 
suggests a ^scheme of compulsory attachment to academic institutions and "forced" 
sabbatical leave for two years with provisions of bypassing promotion and even . 
compulsory retirement in case of those whose performance is not found up to the 
mark. 

Mukul Sanwal, in the light of our experience, feels that an effective training design 
is to h,e based on requirements of the development paradigm to facilitate more 
meaningful interaction between governmental agendes as well as agendes and the 
public. He stresses the need for caution in transposing prescriptions from the field 
of private management, since the two differ both in process as well as the content. 
He also puts forward a set of propositions to argue that the training content for all 
levels of administrators should focus on organisational rather than functional needs 
in order to promote service as the new form of accountability. Sanwal also gives in 
his artide an outline of a training design for Development Administration. 
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In view of the scepticism expressed against focused training courses even on 
subjects like public economics / Amaresh bagehi raises and answers fundamental 
questions like ''should training be focused?" and "what should it focus at?" confin- 
ing his observation to in-service training alone. Bagdifs conclusion is that in service 
training ought to be focused but there can be no real focus in trainings of a week or 
month's duration. He suggests that civil servants should be allowed and en- 
couraged to take sabbatical for one or two years to pursue subjects of their interest 
in a specialised way in properly equipped institutions. For putting to practice their 
specialised knowledge acquired during training, he endorses the need to establish 
strong linkages between career development plans and training. 

Pradip Bhattacharya writes on relevance of behavioural science inputs in training. 
He discusses psychological aspects involved in the learning process during training 
of civil servants — such as personal constructs, inner conflicts of trainees, their beliefs 
and behaviour systems, etc.. — which get further complicated, according to him, due 
to lack of clarity in training goals. 

B.G Muthayya focuses on the problem of energising motivation of trainees during 
training as he feels that the aim of training should be to improve the competence of 
the people in organisations in order to manage the changing job demands. He also 
discusses the concept of 'train ability' which is conceived as the degree to which 
officer participants are able to learn and apply the material emphasised in the 
training programme and is a function of trainees' ability and motivation. He follows 
up his discussion on conceptual issues with the insigh ts gained in this regard during 
NIRD's training programmes, particularly on policy analysis for agricultural 
management and rural development. 

Bata K. Dey, besides presenting a framework of developmental challenges and role 
and nature of training, discusses issues relating to career management in India. In 
addition to a discussion on the concepts, Dey deals with career stages, need for 
training at different levels, uniform promotion opportunities, career progress, etc. 
He favours a highly ’ambitious package of training programme for all levels of civil 
servants in the Central Government — from Cabinet Secretary to LDC (occasionally 
even peons). Dey wants such a learning system to be devised which analysis the 
work elements, the new job environment, the relationship patterns, the social 
network, behavioural dynamics and the total cultural perspective by realigning the 
attitudes, widening the horizon of outlook, and the opposite value-reinforcements. 

Utpal K, Baneijee presents a comprehensive picture of training needs in the fast 
expanding area of computer applications in government, giving details about 
requirements in the field of natural resource management and application of 
computer technology for micro planning purposes in districts. Banerjee then takes 
up for discussion what is being done and what needs to be done to meet training 
needs emerging from these developments at the state and the district levels. Since 
training at these two levels pose formidable problems pertaining to access, he has 
suggested supplementing institutional training effort with training through dis- 
tancelearning— possibly through AIMA and NIC— and training through self-learn- 
ing. Among other useful ideas, Banerjee also gives a usable blueprint of such 
programme. 

The nextartide is about training in the area offinandal administration. In view of 
the fact that the traditional finance function in government is getting transformed 
into management finance function, K.L. Handa discusses training needs of govern- 
ment executives. He also presents the design and contents of such a course. Besides 
discussing relevant concepts and techniques of modem financial management, he 
also discusses the methodology of training most suited for the purpose. Handa 
argues that finance functions of management and plays an integrating role among 
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them, improvement in its performance by the civil servants 'would have multiplier 
effect resulting lit achievement of efficiency, economy, and productivity of opera- 
tions. 

P.D. Malaviya focuses on training of senior police officers. He considers the existing 
effort in the field as not relevant as it perpetuates dependence on physical force in 
carrying out police functions, particularly resorting to third-degree methods in 
interrogation. Though he admits that training institutions cannot do much except 
creating awareness and stimulating thinking, yet to facilitate success of reform 
efforts, training needs to be integrated, with the entire systemic effort, according to 
Mm. He cautions trainers to keep in constant touch with reality. He also suggests a 
larger role to some. training institutions through offering consultancy services to the 
police forces, in collaboration with established management consultants. 

K.S. Shukla takes up the case of training for judicial officers, which, though recom- 
mended in one of Law Commission reports yet, is an area comparatively new and 
somewhat sensitive too. Among justifications of Ms argument, he mentions a 
judge's multiple tasks and his major roles, need to maintain Ms image in the minds 
of people, and variations that have come about in judicial methods. Shukla follows 
up the discussion by highlighting recommendations made in this regard in semi- 
nars, conferences, etc., to meet the training needs of judicial officers. Besides 
pre-entry training, these include in-service training through short-term courses, 
workshops, and conferences. 

Mohit Bhattacharya writes on another new but complex area — urban management 
in India — where training needs were first considered seriously only in 1963. He 
discusses in detail the efforts that have been made to institutionalise training in 
Calcutta's CMDA, ILGUS (which covers municipal bodies and various other 
authorities in West Bengal), and Calcutta Municipal Corporation's Training Centre. 
Bhattacharya also discusses the training needs in this area as identified by IIM, 
Calcutta. Among issues involved in training for urban management, he discusses 
conditions of training, course development (including one for dvic leaders), support 
system, locating and grooming of training faculty and course evaluation. In view of 
the nature of training in the area, Bhattacharya recommends that training should 
ideally be the integral part of career management plan in an organisation. 

Due to their nature and sheer size (in terms of investment, employment, etc) and 
compulsion of buoying up productivity, training assumes deep significance in 
public undertakings. O.P. Minocha, therefore, argues for adoption of a systematic 
approach in these, bodies in: identification of training needs, selection of proper 
methods of training, relating training to jobs and promotions, establishing col- 
laboration with educational institutes for training, provision of educational facilities 
to employees, etc. Minocha lays particular stress on paying spedal attention to 
programmes of executive development and management development in these 
organisations. 

K. Trivikram's focus is on the new training plan of the Prime Minister and the 
experience of Institute of Public Enterprise at Hyderabad in carrying out training of 
one- week and four- week durations for IAS officers under the new plan. He gives 
details regarding programme design, course content and materials, methodology, 
arrangements made, and evaluation of these programmes in his discussion. 

V.R. Gaik wad discusses the present and the future needs of training in agricultural 
administration in view of the importance of agriculture in development, more 
particularly its linkage withy industry. He surveys the efforts made in the past in 
the area before identifying present and future training needs in this crucial sector. 
Gaikwad emphasises the need for training programmes for higher and middle level 


administrators in this sector on topics like market analysis, organisational analysis, 
impact analysis, and constraint analysis. 

Tushaar Shah presents the experience of Institute of Rural Management at Anand 
in providing relevant management training in the field of rural development. The 
IRMA, set up primarily for this purpose, has been conducting a two year residential 
post graduate programme in rural management, short-term in service training 
programmes for managers of rural producers'' organisations, besides consultancy 
■ and conceptual and field based empirical research on processes of rural manage- 
ment. Shah gives She necessary details to depict the nature and character of these 
activities, more particularly its unique two year programme. 

Mukkavilli Seetharam, in the next article, also writes about training of rural develop- 
ment personnel. Giving an account of evolution of training in this area since the 
days of community development movement, he informs us about the enormity of 
clientele (levels of BDOs, Extension Officers, VLWs, concerned bank personnel, etc.), 
number of centres of training available, etc. He then treats separately the effort that 
is being made to meet the training needs of personnel in these categories. Seetharam 
also discusses the measures taken to improve training faculty, training content and 
follow up. According to him, value orientation and altitudinal change are two 
crucial facets which have not found a proper place in rural development training. 
He favours vertical mix of trainees in training programmes and pleads for its 
integration with other processes of personnel administration. 

M.V.N. Rao informs us about what is being done to meet the specific training needs 
of personnel engaged in enforcement of law of the land on customs and central 
excise with a futuristic perspective. Training in this area of government activity has 
gained importance from the angle of mobilisation of resources for developmental 
needs, checking highly sophisticated activity of smuggling in of dangerous drags, 
etc, besides reasons of having an efficient system of tax administration. Among the 
challenging areas in the field of training, Rao mentions about urgency of adoption 
of latest computer-based technology, and linkage of growth of the department with 
that of industry and trade. Rao also discusses briefly the measures that have been 
undertaken to restructured the department, especially in respect of strengthening 
of its unit for training keeping in view the needs even of 21st century. 

S.K. Pachauri, in his piece, stresses the need to develop secular attitude among the 
civil servants of the country during their training to promote national integration. 

Ashok Ranjan Basu discusses the experience of a State training institute in civil 
service training. Writing about Himachal's STT, he describes its structure, faculty, 
contents of training, methodology, its linkages with other training institutions, 
research programmes, evaluation, facilities, etc. Basu also discusses details of a 
suggested training policy for the state before concluding his article. 

LB. Bello-Imam, after a brief survey covering training in Africa as a whole, writes 
on training effort in Nigeria bracketed in different periods. He discusses the role of 
different training institutions, in promoting efficiency in government, assess the 
effectiveness of present training effort and analyses prospects in future. 

France is a country with riches traditions in training and its reverence for training 
is almost reverential. France has drawn a very comprehensive plan of training for 
the newly recruited candidates to its various corps. The seriousness with which it 
is undertaken is of an unusual order. Shriram Maheshwari, with a penetrating 
exploratory thrust, examines and evaluates the training philosophy and arrange- 
ments in France. 

H.S. Wanasinghe gives the background, present context and future prospects ofdvil 
service training in Sri Lanka. According to him, two basic problems affecting 
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training of developmentmanagersin that country area: (1) non-recognition of public 
administration as a distinct profession with its special demands of knowledge,, 
expertise and attitudes; and (2) inadequate appreciation of the increasing level of 
sophistication and complexity of the development process and its tasks which the 
administrative system is required to manage. But he concludes on an optimistic note 
admitting a growing realisation to institutionalise changes as is evidenced by setting 
up of an Administrative Reforms Committee in that country now. 

S.N. Sadasivan, in this issue's last article on NAA's foundational course, gives the 
background of setting up of NAA, and the dynamics of conduct of foundational 
course there. The prime objective of the course was to promote discipline — based 
on democratic values — among probationers which could not be adequately ful- 
filled. He discusses, in this contexts, the factors leading to indiscipline among the 
probationers, denial of due status to teaching faculty, etc.

AGGARWAL, S.K. Press at the crossroads in India. Delhi, UDH Publishing House, 1988. 
291 p. Rs. 200.00. 

Press is called the fourth estate — the three other being the legislature, judiciary and 
executive. It owes the emergence following long struggle between the despots and the 
people for the establishment of democracy and representative institutions. The press is 
supposed to play the crudal role of a watch-dog to see that aforesaid institutions 
functions fairly within the constitutional framework and serve the people for whose 
welfare they were created. The moment press ceases to perform this function, it loses 
its credibility. The press' in India is under pressure and has failed to perform its duty. 
The book analyses why this is happening. It focuses attention on the need to do more 
investigating reporting which is the demand of the hour. 

The problem of deteriorating standards in the editorial dapartment and the total apathy 
of the editors towards the staff has also been highlighted Today, the attraction for 
reporting is so great that nobody wan ts to take to subbing. The whole issue needs to be 
examined. 

The journalists often bemoan about legal constraints on the press, it is understandable 
that the curbs such as Official Secrets Acts must go to provide freer atmosphere for the 
press to collect and disseminate information. But despite these constraints journalists 
can be assured in the light of recent experiences that there is enough freedom to expose 
the misdoings of the authorities. With the help of court cases and judgements in regard 
to press freedom it has been shown that courts are inclined to increasingly support the 
journalists vis-a-vis the executive in matter of public interest There are forty-two 
references. 

ATTAR CHAND. Poverty and underdevelopment. Delhi, Gian Publishing House, 1987. 512p. 
Rs.550.00. 

Poverty is an inter-related condition of deprivation. Eradication of poverty can ultimately 
be achieved by economic development and more equal distribution of income. The 
author opines there is no other method of relieving poverty immediately except by a net 
transfer of income from the rich classes to the poorer people. It is believed that our most 
precious resources are our human resources. The author has proposed a new 'GNP'. 
Instead of Gross National Product with its imperialistic implications, author suggests that 
we all establish as our goal the development of new 'GNP' that is each government should 
try to make its country a "Genuine Meeting — Place of Prosperity". 

AZAD, J.L. Higher education in India: the deepening financial crisis. New Delhi, Radiant 
Publishers, 1988. 257p. R s.75.00. 

This study makes a micro-analysis of the various aspects of financing of institutions of 
higher education at the federal, state and institutional levels. It examines the intricacies 
of the financial mechanisms, its incongruities, inconsistencies and in-built inadequacies. 
It investigates the financial position of universities and colleges in Andhra Pradesh, 
Gujarat, Haryana and Orissa states. 

The study critically evaluates the broad policy framework under which financial assis- 
tance is made available to university institutions. It examines the dimensions of federal 
and state assistance and highlights their adequacy or otherwise to meet the expanding 
needs of university institutions. It discusses the inter- and intra-state diversities in 
assistance from the state governments, linkages of state assistance with contribution from 
central bodies like the UGC and ICSSR and so on. It also analyses the mechanism of 
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financial and academic management of higher education in the four states. In con- 
clusion, the author makes suggestions for streamlining the system of higher education 
finance in India and the federal and state levels. The author also discusses significant 
policy issues concerning the development of higher education in India. This publication 
was financially supported by the Indian Council for Soda! Sdence Research, New Delhi. 
There are thirty-four references. 

AZFAR, KAMAL. Pakistan: political and constitutional dilemmas. Karachi, Pakistan Law 
House, 1987. 164p. Rs.125.00. 

in this book the author deals with Pakistan's dilemmas during its evolution as a nation. 
The most important of these are the role of the army in the state; the relationship of 
religion to politics and the centrifugal and centripetal forces impeding the solution of the 
problem of provindal autonomy. These dilemmas are in turn inter-related with the 
combination of the Mulla and the man on horseback at one end of the spectrum and 
separatism bordering upon secession at the other end of the pole. Such a polarisation 
spells dangers but the problem itself is not insoluble. The author opines Pakistan can 
survive and prosper in the form of a new Indus Valley Civilization as a true federal 
democracy reflecting the plural, mystical and secular dimensions of its many and varied 
regional cultures while recognizing the underlyingunify of its geography, economy, faith 
and the people. 

BANDYOPADHYAYA, JAYANTANUJA. The poverty of nations: a global perspective of 
mass poverty in the Third World. Ahmedabad, Allied, 1988. 320 p. Rs. 150.00. 

The book is a modest attempt to offer a global perspective of the problems of mass poverty 
in the South and its solution. Like the Neo-Marxist Dependency Theory and unlike the 
Stages of Growth Theory or the Institutional Theory, it attaches great importance to the 
international economic structure of dominance and dependency between the capitalist 
DCs and the precapitals LDCs. But unlike the Dependency Theory, it gives considerable 
weightage to the political, social and cultural structures of North-South relations, in 
addition to the economic structure. Secondly unlike the Stages of Growth Theory or the 
Institutional Theory, it attaches much greater importance to the class structure and 
traditional social formations in the LDCs than to the 'Institutional' factors which are 
considered of only secondary significance. At the same time, the present work gives 
greater weightage to the social and cultural structures of the LDCs than other structuralist 
theories. It also makes a special contribution by highlighting the tropical dimate as a 
long-term natural care of poverty in the South. 

The author has endeavoured to offer an independent empirical analysis of the structural 
and other causes and dimensions of mass poverty in the first six chapters, leaving a 
critique of the existing theories as well as summing up of his own theoretical position for 
the seventh and concluding chapter. There is a fifteen-page bibliography. 

BHOWMIK, K.L. ed. Current anthropological and archaeological perspectives. Volume 7 — 
rural development. New Delhi, Inter-India Publications, 1988. 294 p. Rs. 300.00. 

The present volume is an outcome of papers which were presented to the Indian Sdence 
Congress held at Lucknow in early January 1985. Emphasizing the need for organized 
behaviour, greater participation of women folk, and a more meaningful role of both 
administration and universities in rural development in contributors in 16 papers— in- 
vestigate the patterns of rural mobility, efficacy of extension methods, and the varying 
roles of agriculture. The volume also studies, among other things, behaviour of cattle 
owners, sodo-psychological profile of fish farmers, and the importance of health care in 
rural development. 
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BORNSTEIN, MORRIS, edL Comparative economic systems: models and cases. Delhi, Sur- 
jeet Publications, 1987. 386p. Rs. 175.00. 

The present publication is about the organization, operations and performance of 
economic systems, both in theory and practice. It deals with alternative methods of 
determining the bill of goods to be produced, the allocation of resources to produce it, 
and the distribution of the resulting income. The work contains five parts. Part one 
provides a conceptual framework by explaining the scope and method of comparative 
economic system. Part two presents theoretical analysis of the market economy and of 
regulated capitalism, followed by case studies of Sweden, Great Britain, France, and 
Japan. Part three includes articles on different theoretical models of a socialist market 
economy as well as a case study of Yugoslavia. Three selections discuss workers' 
self-management enterprises. Part four, on the centrally planned economy, contains 
basic theoretical articles and case studies of the U.S.S.R., China and Hungary which 
explain both the prototypical "Soviet Model" and its modifications in other countries. 
Part five compares economic systems from various stand points of view, including 
enterprise management, unemployment, inflation, and foreign trade. 

BOSE, A.B. and K.D. GANGRADE, eds. The aging in India: problems and potentialities. 
New Delhi, Abinav Publication, 1988. 132 p. Rs. 70.00. 

This work is an outcome of the Seminar on "Senior Citizens and Society" organised at 
Bombay on May 27, 1987. It was jointly organised by the Association for Senior Citizens, 
Bombay and the Qtizenship Development Society, New Delhi. 

The aging of population is taking place in developed and developing countries due to 
the lowering of birth rates and increased life expectancy. In India, too, the numbers as 
well as the proportion of population 60+ are showing rising trend. The present publi- 
cation contains eleven articles. There are three parts. Part one deals with problems and 
needs and contains five articles. Part two deals with the potentialities and contains six 
articles. Part three gives an action programme and it indicates how the potentialities of 
the aging can be harnessed for their own good as well as for the good of the society. 

GUPTA, SHYAM RATNA and URS W. SCHOTTLI, eds. Good citizenship: rights, duties, 
responsibilities. New Delhi, Roli Books International, 1987. 136p. Rs. 75.00. 

The present volume contains a collection of twenty essays on good citizenship, is traced 
to a Seminar jointly organized by the Frederick Naumann Stiftung, Bonn, and the 
Citizenship Development Society, New Delhi, which was held on 5-6 April 1986 in New 
Delhi. 

The articles in this volume are grouped into four parts. In the first part, an attempt is 
made to analyse the components of good citizenship and define its parameters. In the 
second part, the rights, duties and responsibilities of citizens are outlined from several 
angles. The thesis that good citizenship is imperative for socio-economic transformation 
through peaceful methods is stressed in the third part. In the fourth part, the need for 
training and education as a continuous process are advocated, along with practical 
suggestions to arouse the consciousness of dvl£ responsibilities of the people by for- 
mulating courses of study for schools, colleges and adult education centres. The 
Epilogue presents an overview of the significant points made in the discussions at the 
seminar. In the appendices, details regarding the seminar, including those who par- 
ticipated in it, and other relevant informations are included. 

HASAN, AMIR. Tribal administration in India. Delhi, B.R. Publishing Corporation, 1988. 
242p. Rs. 160.00. 

One of fhe main problems of tribal administration in India is that the State Governments' 
which have been made largely responsible for administering the tribal areas within their 


jurisdiction under the constitution, are either blissfully ignorant of the goals of tribal 
administration take little interest in achieving them. It is the misfortune of the tribal 
people that these vested interests weigh heavily with the state governments, information 
of their tribal policy and shaping of their attitude towards tribal people and development, 
which for obvious reasons, axe not always in the best interest of the tribal people. After 
independence the Uttar Pradesh Government embarked upon a policy of normalising 
tribal areas and diluting the special status of the tribal people. As a matter of fact, the 
U.P. Government not only showed little interest in tribal development but played havoc 
with them. The author has examined the various aspects of administration in tribal areas 
of U.P. and other states and traced the development of tribal people, both scheduled and 
non-scheduled tribes, since independence after reviewing the situation during the British 
period and offers practical solutions of the tribal problems. Each chapter concludes with 
bibliographical references. 

INDIAN INSTITUTE OF PUBLIC ADMINISTRATION. Frustration: reactions of govern- 
ment executives. New Delhi, IIPA, 1988. 89 p. Rs. 100.00.

The present publication seeks to contribute to a better understanding of the implemen- 
tation processes in the management of poverty alleviation programmes. The case 
studies broadly examine social, cultural, planning, organisational and behavioural 
problems affecting, the achievemen t of results. There are two parts. Part one pro vides 
an introduction to the origin and purpose of the case method, the arts of case writing and 
using case studies for training administrators, an overview of the seven case studies and 
offers suggestions for more effective management of the process of poverty alleviation. 
Part two consists of seven case studies which deal respectively with Block plan prepara- 
tion; Brick kiln; Implemen tation of IRDP; Poultry complex; District level computerisation ; 
Implementation of land reforms and consolidation of Holdings Operations. 

INTERNATIONAL BANK FOR RECONSTRUCTION AND DEVELOPMENT. Bus services: 
reducing costs, raising standards, by Alan Armstomg-Wright and Sebastien Thiriez. 
Washington, D.C World Bank, 1987. 97p. 

Certain conditions are generally present when bus services are financially viable and of 
a reasonable standard. This conclusion is based on the examination of a large number 
and a vide variety of bus services throughout the developing world. 

Important aspects to consider include ownership of bus services and the variety of 
vehicles and services, as well as cooperation and competition and their impact on 
viability and standards. Governments can play a role in improving bus services, and 
various degrees of regulation and freedom are needed to enhance the opportunities for 
viable bus services. 

A set of basic indicators can be used to measure and monitor the performance and 
quality of bus services so that deficiencies and opportunities for improvements can be 
readily identified. 
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Draft terms of reference for bus service studies, a summary of data on bus services, and 
brief case studies on the urban transport situation in several developing countries add to 
the understanding of the issues. There are ten references. 

Di vesture in 
developing countries, by Elliot Berg and Mary M. Shirley. Washington, D.G World 
Bank, 1987. 30p. 

This review is concerned with divestuxe of State Owned Enterprises as a way to improve 
economic efficiency and to examine the implication of this experience for governments 
and development agencies. This report presents the findings of an extensive desk study 
that reled principally on materials available in Washington, D.G, and limited case 
materials. 

The authors first examine the reasons why government divest in developing and 
developed countries, then analyse the record of di vesture in developing countries, review 
some of the obstacles and pitfalls and examine some ways to overcome these problems. 
Some policy implications of the experience are then considered. 

INTERNATIONAL BANK FOR RECONSTRUCTION AND DEVELOPMENT. External 
debt: definition, statistical coverage and methodology— a report by an International 
Working Group on External Debt Statistics of the World Bank, International Monetary 
Fund, Bank for International Settlements and Organisation for Economic Cooperation 
and Development, Paris, OECD, 1988. 178p. 

The present volume is partly a ’’progress report” on the External Debt Statistics and its 
aim was to promote convergence of debt recording practices, building on the existing 
bilateral cooperation between the Bank for International Settlements; the International 
Monetary Fund; the Organisation for Economic Cooperation and Development, and the 
World Bank. There are two parts. Part one deals with the formulation of the "core 
definition" and reviews outstanding issues. Part two describes the BIS, IMF, OECD and 
World Band statistical activities, reproducing specimen table from their main publica- 
tions.

technical appendices, glossary of the terms used, indicating difference in usage by 
individual organisations; and an annotated bibliography. 

Rural water 
supply and sanitation: time for a change, by Anthony A. Churchill and others. 
Washington, D.C, World Bank, 1987. 11 Ip. 

Rural populations throughout the developing world continue to be without access to 
safe, convenient water and appropriate sanitation facilities. To overcome the problems 
of past efforts and to lay the foundation for accelerated progress in the future, countries 
and donors need to thoroughly reassess their policies and investment strategies. In 
doing this they must take into account many factors, including: what consumers want 
and what they are prepared to pay for; what the costs are for providing water and 
sanitation services, given the technology alternatives and site— specific conditions; what 
the. benefits are that accrue to either individuals or society from consumption of these 
services and how the options available to decision-makers compare with one another in

book are the papers contributed to the seminar, as also the speeches of the guest speakers 
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and the reports of the academic sessions. Twentyone papers had been presented in the 
seminar. There are one hundred and thirtyfive references. 

KRISHNA IYER, V.R, The Indian Presidency: recentchallengesandnovelresponses. New 
Delhi, Deep and Deep, 1988. 123p. Rs. 75.00. 

The Parliament, the Cabinet, the President and the Judiciary appropriately figure in any 
comprehensive critique and audit of the Indian Constitutional System, however, what 
has shaken up contemporary political polemics resolves round the President. Is he a 
comedy or tragedy, as some seek to depict him, or is he a complex constitutional 
personality with ceremonial roles in routine situations but exercising rare or reserve 
powers in critical times? The author opines the jurisprudence of Indian President's 
power is no more of only textbook interest but has the potential for stormy political 
repercussions. The author critically studies the Indian President and freedom of infor- 
mation, the Governor and his powers — President's rules in States, etc. 

KRISHNA KUMARI, D.B. Cooperative banking for agricultural development. New Delhi, 
Deep and Deep, 1988. 251p. Rs. 175.G0 

The present study is an institutional case study of land development banking in Andhra 
Pradesh. Its main concern is the study of the working of the Andhra Pradesh Central 
Cooperative Agricultural Development whose headquarters is located at Hyderabad. 
There are ten chapters. The first chapter deals with the economics of agricultural credit. 
The second chapter is devoted to the analysis of agricultural economy of Andhra Pradesh, 
including the low levels of farm productivity and the potential for agricultural growth 
by way of intensive farming and extensive cultivation. The third chapter analysed the 
trends in the evolution of rural banking. The fourth chapter elucidates the evolution of 
agricultural development banking in Andhra Pradesh and analyses regional growth and 
finds that the regional imbalances in the state have shown a marked tendency towards 
uniformity. The fifth chapter reviews the working of the Andhra Pradesh Central 
Cooperative Agricultural Development and evaluates the place of Andhra Pradesh in the 
land development banking of India. The sixth chapter analyses the different sources of 
raising finances for the LDBs with a special emphasis on debenture fin ance. The seventh 
chapter is concerned with the loan operations and loan policies of the ADBs. The eighth 
chapter examines the problem of overdues in its various aspects as it throws light on the 
working of agricultural development bankingin Andhra Pradesh andin view of the trend 
of multi-agency approach in rural banking. The ninth chapter ventures to advance the 
case for rural development banking in Andhra Pradesh and India to meet the challenging 
needs of rural development. The concluding chapter summarises the main conclusions 
of the study and the suggestions for development banking. There is a twelve-page 
bibliography. 

LOWE, GRAHAM S. Women in the administrative revolution: the feminization of clerical 
work. Cambridge, Polity Press, 1987. 234p. 

The present volume provides an account of the feminization of clerical work. The author 
situates this process within the context of the growth of large scale organizations in 
industry and in the public sphere. The writer shows that the mechanization and 
rationalization offices went hand in hand with a shift from male to female clerical 
workers. But at the rate of which female employees entered the office, and the specific 
character of the work they performed, varied from one industry to another and were the 
outcome of particular strategies, practices and conditions. On the basis of this fine- 
grained historical account, Lowe addresses a ranges of more general problems concern- 
ing labour markets, the labour process and the complex relations between gender and 
class. There are about six hundered and sixty-five references.

Report. Bombay, Directorate of Printing and Stationery, 1987. 305p. Rs, 32.00 (Chair-

The government of Maharashtra vide Government Resolution, Finance Department, No. 
RPS. 1286/ 60O/SER-1G dated 20th November 1986 appointed a committee consisting 
Justice N.B. Naik as chairman and members Shri P.D. Kasbekar and Shri S. Ramakrishna. 
The Committee submitted the report in October 1987 . 

This report is in two parts. Part one deals with general principles and explains the 
approach to the various problems connected with: (a) the determination of the revised 
pay scales in the state based to the extent possible of the identification of comparable 
posts in the Centre, and (b) the continuance or otherwise of existing special pays and 
introduction of new ones where necessary. Part two contains department-wise 
schedules of posts giving detailed postwise recommendations as to their revised pay 
scales. 

MAJCHRZAK, ANN. Methods for policy research. New Delhi, Sage, 1984. 11 Ip. $ 17. 95. 

This text is a compendium of conceptualizations, suggestions, and examples stemming 
from years of experience in undertaking policy research efforts. The text consists of six 
chapters. In the first chapter, policy research is defined, the context of doing research 
for the policy arena is discussed, types of policy research are presented, the characteristics 
of policy research studies are described. In the second chapter, activities involved in the 
preparation of the study are discussed, including the types of preparatory information 
to be collected, a methodology for the collection, and issues involved in the decision to 
conduct policy research. In the third chapter, activities involved in the conceptualization 
of the study are discussed. Included in this discussion are the development of a prelimi- 
nary model of the social problem, the formulation of specific research questions, and the 
selection of research investigators. In the fourth chapter, activities involved in the 
technical analysis of the study are discussed. Guidelines for operationalizing variables, 
designing study methodology, conducting the analysis, and developing conclusions and 
tentative recommendations are presented. The analysis of study recommendations is 
disucssed in the fifth Chapter, Included in this discussion are analysis of implementation 
parameters; assessment of the potential consequences of recommendations; estimation 
of the probability that the recommendations will be adequately implemented; and 
preparation of final recommendations. In the sixth chapter four guidelines for produc- 
tive communicative relationships between policy researchers and policy-makers are 
presented.

Rs. 425.00. 

The object of the study is to examine the implications of the doctrine of pleasure in all its 
ramifications as also the nature and extent of the safeguards made available to civil 
servants by our Constitution. There are seven chapters. The first chapter deals with the 
civil service and position of civil servants in England. In the second chapter an attempt 
has been made to trace out the history of the civil service from the Vedic period up to the 
commencement of the Indian Constitution. Third chapter is devoted to dvil service and 
recruitment and conditions of service (Article 309 of the Constitution of India). In 
chapter fourth. Evolution and Development of Doctrine of Pleasure has been explained.

The final chapter is devoted to 
Administrative Tribunals for service matters constituted under the Administrative 
Tribunal Act, 1 985.

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MISRA,P.N. Optimal public expenditure on social services in India. Delhi, B.R. Publishing 
Corporation, 1988, 197p. Rs. 125.00. 

The book deals with public expenditure policy. The approach illustrated in the work 
resolved several problems experienced in implementing zero-base budgeting. In addi- 
tion to possessing all the salient features of ZBB, the present approach leads to gradual 
reduction of expenditure on inefficient activities and relative enhancement of expendi- 
ture on efficient activities. It uses past experience of public systems in regard to planning 
and expenditure efforts. 

Optimal expenditure plans for three talukas, namely, Dhoraji in Rajkot district, San and 
in Ahmedabad district and Dharampur in Valsad district of Gujarat state have been 
obtained. It is also empirically demonstrated that if the Gujarat state have followed the 
suggested approach since its inception, the growth in State domestic product as well as 
revenue resources would h ave been for more than what could actually be achieved. This 
study was undertaken with financial support of UNICEF. There is a sixteen-page 
bibliography. 

MOHANTY, JAGANNATH. Modem trends in Indian education. New Delhi, Deep and 
Deep, 1988. 367p.Rs. 200.00.

It contains seven papers and some of 
these papers were presented in seminars sponsored by the ICSSR and UGC. The focal 
theme of the papers are the socio-political changes and challenges to nation building and 
the role that the castes and classes are playing. Involvement in politics is conditioned 
by the society and the psyche of the individual. But independent variables are lacking. 
The responsibility of nation building also lies equally on the bureaucracy and political , 
leaderships but there is in sight a cleavage between the two, adversely affecting the 
growth of democracy. The volume seeks to suggest ways and means for reformation.

SEN, RANGLAL. Political elites in Bangladesh. Dhaka, Dhaka University Press, 1986. 355p. 
Taka 157.50. 

This volume is based oh author's doctoral dissertation. THe author examines the 
development, role, and nature of Bangladesh political elites from the Marxist point of 
view. There are fourteen chapters. The theoretical framework has been discussed in 
chapter first The second chapter deals with the social structure of Bangladesh in 
historical perspective. The historical development of the Muslim political elites in 
pre-partition. Bengal has been discussed in chapter three. Chapter four begins with an 
analysis of the emergence of the Bengali Muslim opposition elites against the Muslim 
League in East Bengal, following the establishment of Pakistan in 1947. The Bengali 
Language Movement of the 1950s, and its implication and impact on the subsequent 
political development in East Pakistan are analysed in chapter five. Chapter six deals 
with the formation of the United Front against the Muslim League in 1954 Chapter 
seven deals with the origin of National Awami Party which came into beingin 1957, and 
how the military became a political elite in Pakistan by staging a military coup in 1958. 
Chapter eight examines the role of East Pakistan opposition elites and their internal 
disunity in the early 1960s. Chapter nine deals with Awami League six point movement 
Chapter ten is devoted to the 11-point movement by the students which was organised 
in 1968-69. Chapter eleven deals with the first Pakistan general elections of 1970. 
Chapter twelve deals with the liberation war of Bangladesh in 1971 and the role of the 
imporatnt political groups. Chapter thirteen examines the tenure of Awami League 
administration. The rule of President Ziaur Rehman including Jusitice Abdul Sattar has 
been analysed in chapter fourteen. Certain conclusions of this study are presented in a 
separated section.

SMITH, B.C Bureaucracy and political power. Sussex, Wheatsheaf Books, 1988. 263 p. 
£30.00. 

The book analyses the phenomenon of bureaucracy as an aspect of political power in 
contemporary society. It emphasises the political dimension of public administration by 
a comparative study of different theories of bureaucracy and political practice in different 
types of regimes. In particular it examines comparativerly the role ascribed to 
bureaucracy in different theories of the state and contrasts theory and practice, examining 
in particular the ideological assumptions which underlie the theoretical position of 
bureaucracy. The present work divides into three parts. The first part is concerned 
with relationship between the bureaucracy and other political institutions. The second 
part considers bureaucratic organisation as a political system. The internal politics of 
formal organisations are explained and related to the context of social and economic 
power in which those organisations are located. 

Models of bureaucracy drawing on assumptions about economic behaviour are critically 
examined, and the internal characteristics of bureaucracy are related to its dealings with 
different categories of clients who are dependent on bureaucratic allocations of goods 
and services. The final section considers the viability of alternatives to bureaucracy.

SOMARAJAN, C.N. Pressure groups and democratic politics. New Delhi, Deep and Deep 
Publications, 1988. 232p. Rs. 175.00. 

The present study is based on author's thesis. This work is an attempt to investigate the 
activities of important pressure groups in Kerala during the existence of the First 
Communist Ministry, between April 5, 1957 and July 31, 1959. There are nine chapters.

Congress passed the Government in the Sunshine Act 1966, regulating the meeting 
procedures, of more than 50 agencies headed by collegial bodies. Henceforth the 
major federal regulatory commissions and numerous other agencies were required 
to hold meetings in public unless exempt information was involved. This study 
examines the effects of the law on agency decision-making process. It finds that 
perhaps the most important effect of the sunshine law is to diminish the collegial 
character of those proceses. 
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A conflict in political science of 25 years' duration revolves around the relationship 
of bureaucratic development to political development. One school argues that in 
the presence of weak political systems, it is necessary to strengthen the bureaucracy 
if economic development is to occur. Another school argues that while 
bureaucratic institutions must be strengthened to promote economic development, 
it is necessary also to strengthen political institutions to control the tendency of 
bureaucrats to promote their own interests in the absence of political control. 
Nigeria's period of military rule 1966-1979, provides a test for the two positions. 
Under military rule, the civil service became extremely powerful, controlled only 
slightly by the uncertain policies of military rulers. Un trammeled by political 
control, and favoured with a bonanza of oil money, the bureaucracy should have 
demonstrated considerable economic development, if one school is correct. The 
opposite school said an uncontrolled bureaucracy would promote its own rather 
than the national interests. This article marshals evidence that the bureaucracy of 
1966-1979 did not promote economic development that could be attributed to the 
bureaucracy, and indeed pursued policies that enhanced the bureaucracy rather 
than Nigeria. Further evidence is presented that shows that the period of uncon- 
trolled bureaucratic power actually weakend any measurable political develop- 
ment, as revealed in the events after 1979. The Nigerian experience supports the 
position that political institutions must be strengthened the same time bureaucratic 
institutions are being strengthened.

be adapted, and proposes a 'graded assessment' for aid operations. 

Is it possible to teach the art of government and administration without being in 
either government or administration oneself? Yet this is precisely what coopera- 
tion in the field of organization and management of the state machinery seeks to do. 
This cooperation — which is tremendously important — can take various forms. 
Specific, local, and technical assignments should be particularly encouraged. 

The structural adjustment policies being introduced in several developing countries 
are starting to recognize institutional issues and problems as an important factor in 
the implementation of these polices. In a good many cases this calls for far-reaching 
administrative reform. The question is one of determining the extent to which 
private organizations and foreign and local consultants can help to design and 
implement these reforms, given their often political character and the influence of 
social and cultural conditions on administrative structures and on the attitude of 
government officials and civil servants. 

French administrative cooperation consists mainly of experts. In the developing 
countries it touches every aspect of administrative activity: training, public ad- 
ministration and institutional reform. It has two contradictory traits: a fairly strong 
politico-administrative will accompanied by relatively well-defined projects on the 
one hand, and a certain cumbersomeness resulting from overlapping sources of 
finance and, above all, from increasing diversification and the multiplicity of often 
ill-matched supply and demand operations, on the other. The future of this 
cooperation appears to be rather finely balanced, coming as it does within the scope 
of foreign policy which is as much a question of symbols as of facts. 

Bruneau article describes two experiences led by Quebec's ENAP in Africa: 
cooperation with Maghreb ENA and management training for senior dvil servants 
in Africa. The author raises questions rather than gives answers. Management 
development and development management are the two poles of intervention of 
the ENAP. 

The originality of Germany's administrative cooperation lies in the implementation 
of assistanceby independent organizations governedmainly by privatelaw (includ- 
ing political foundations financed by the government and affiliated to the major 
political parties). It currently covers three priority areas: initial and ongoing civil 
service training, government finance, and local and regional authorities. Other 
priorities earmarked for the future included environmental protection. Decision- 
makers, future administrators and teachers are the main beneficiaries of this assis- 
tance; in future, it will be extended to include middle-ranking technicians. 

Since 1982, administrative assistance has been a spedal sector coming under the 
responsibility of the Swedish Agency for International Development Aid, which 
acts through various public bodies, consultancy firms, and foreign andinternational 
organizations. The purpose of this assistance is to make the public services of the 
recipient countries both more efficient and more democratic and sensitive to the 
needs of the people. The accent is mainly on training officials, tackling the 
problems of financial management, supporting decentralization and developing 
alternatives to computerization. 

Italian cooperation is the responsibility of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs. It 
involves a variety of actors, each with an independent set of goals. Institutional 
operators provide training and assist in the reorganization of the civil service. The 
government supports and partially finances the operations conducted by the 
'project operators', espedally in the field of training. The large italian companies 



provide indirect assistance in the field of public sector management, by organizing 
management training as well as courses in human resources management. 

A swift analysis of international technical cooperation in the last thirty years shows 
the ineffectiveness of really considerable amounts of aid. The recipient countries 
feel that this aid is usually imposed without taking their needs into consideration, 
resulting in a chaotic proliferation of projects andprogrammes that arelnadequately 
matched to their realities. For the donor counties, weak decision-making 
mechanisms and concentration of power are behind the rise of an inefficient 
bureaucracy. To ensure that the results and objectives of technical assistance have 
.long lasting impact, a sweeping reform of the public sector ha s» to be carried out. 
Each operation should correspond to a real need, be given poli tical backing, be based 
on a real dialogue between recipients and donors and be accompanied by an 
evaluation. What counts is the cumulative effect of technical assistance. Self 
reliance in development management can only be achieved in a climate vf partner- 
ship, where developing countries themselves administer the technical aid they 
receive as a demonstration of their ability to manage development 

Administrative cooperation forms the core of the operations financed by the 
European Development Fund. The assistance provided by the EEC to the public 
services of the ACP States can either accompany specific operations linked to the 
implementation of development programmes and projects; take the form of a 
specific project for developing management skills of a department of public service, 
or form part of a planned series of concerted actions aimed at revamping and 
rationalizing administrative structures. Coupled with this cooperation, the author 
underlines the need to stick to the original management tools used in implementing 
financial and technical cooperation, and shows how these original arrangements 
work in the administration of public contracts. In his conclusion, fee author urges 
the negotiators at Lome IV to consider ways of making better use of national human 
resources so as to promote a genuine spirit of reciprocity and partnership between 
the foreign teams of technocrats and national civil servants and thereby enhance the 
effectiveness of administrative cooperation. 

Structural adjustment policies very often provide for a contraction of the public 
sector through measures for modernizing and rationalizing the civil service. An 
increasing number of developing countries are turning to BIT for assistance in 
implementing these measures. From fee very outset, schemes for reforming the 
civil service, still few and far between, run slap into the difficulty of marking out 
clearly the boundaries of the public sector and, a fortiori, of fee civil service. The 
schemes also have to take into account issues such as the government's degree of 
attachment to the policy of reform, the institutional context, the level of training of 
officials responsible for staff management and, finally, the difficulty of forming an 
established team of officials responsible for the implementation of a reform 
programme. 

Administrative reforms are today incorporated in to structural adjustment program- 
mes and constitute the preconditions for granting loans. We are witnessing a 
return to substitute assistance at the bilateral lend. The institutional reform 
programmes being implemented at the multilateral level are ill matched to the 
administrative environment where they are introduced and often pursue objectives 
that are incompatible with existing administrative strategies and reforms. The 
adverse effects of technical programmes are well known today. This assistance 
comes up against obstacles created by the numerous In ternal constraints operating 
in the countries and by its own often bureaucratic organization, dominated by 
maproeconomists who, far from reducing, inflate fee role of state organizations. 
There is need for greater coherence between the proposals and programmes offered 
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under this assistance and the country's administrative system on the one hand, and 
improved management of this technical assistance on the other, either through its 
privatization or through the alteration of the status of in ternational experts. 

The experience of Congo's ENAM lies somewhere between cooperation for coopera- 
tion sake (with a highly inadequate job description for experts, ill adapted teaching 
content, purely formal evaluation, etc.) and cooperation for development in which 
each expert's assignment is no longer regarded as a contract but as a project whose 
ultimate aim is training national counterparts to take over. 

Administrative cooperation is one of the most complex and ambiguous aspects of 
development aid. The current trend is for the aid to be less lackadaisical, less 
paternalistic and more egalitarian. A dialogue of real substance involving both 
governments and individuals— glimpses of which can be caught from time to 
time — should enable appropriate solution to be found to such fundamental 
problems as need assessment in specialist administrative assistance, selection and 
preparation of development experts selection and training of local staff in develop- 
ing countries, coordination of assistance and, finally, logistics. To cope with 
economic and financial difficulties institutional reform is necessary. The principal 
actors involved in reform are the international financial institutions. Their financial 
logic favours the strengthening of North-South cooperation and the construction of 
integrated regional economic areas. South-South cooperation is characterized by 
the growth of regional bodies for economic and administrative cooperation, the 
overlap between their operations and those of the international agencies, and certain 
financial vulnerability. The strengthening of South-South cooperation entails im- 
proving coordination first among the organizations of the South and then between 
the organizations of the South and those of the North and promoting models of 
institutional reform which are adapted to local sodo cultural realities.

Hartmut Elsenhans highlights the fundamental differences that exist between seem- 
ingly similar public administrations in developing countries and capitalist 
developed countries which hamper proper understanding of their role, ineffiden- 
des, and malpractices if analogies are resorted to between the two. Elsenhans 
observes, "Public Administration of Western model is not effident or rational, 
because it is public, educated, spedalised, informed or disin terested, but because it 
is a dominated system of the capitalist society". 

According the Elsenhans, this difference in the two administration gets manifested 
in: conditions governing reproduction of decentralised class of entrepreneurs, 
particularly in relation to the concept of profit; some aspects of political economy 
of underdeveloped countries, like existence of structural heterogeneity which gets 
reflected in relative prices; availability of rent as an additional source of finance for 
- accumulation in developing countries (as against only two types of income— wages 
and profits — in a capitalist sodety), which also has important consequences on 
relations between administration and conflicting soda! groups; and similarities and 
dissimilarities in the control mechanism of administration. Elsenhans, therefore, 
concludes, "it is not so much the term 'public' in public administration which has 
to be investigated, but the term 'private'. The problem of its intermingling in 
critiques on the corruption and ineffidendes of administration concerns private 
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enrichment in the strict sense of term only in limited cases howsoever important 
they may be .” — Reproduced from the editorial

The processes of "glasnot" (Openness) and "perestroika (restructuring) in the U.S.S.R. 
have important implications for public administration. Openness about the defects 
of the system has led to public debate about the need for reform, especially of the 
bureaucracy which has attracted a large share of the balme for the current state of 
the economy. One of the solutions proposed is to "democratize" the system and 
encourage workers to participate in decision-making. Another is the introduction 
of incentives for more efficient working practices. As from January 1 988 economic 
reforms are directed at reducing the powers of bureaucracies operating in state 
organizations and exposing industry to "market forces" Soviet style. Enterprises are 
to be self-financing. They must at least break even and may retain a proportion of 
profits, however, they will continue to operate within systems of state quality, price 
and wage control. Further steps, aimed at improving control of the bureaucracy and 
enhancing the rights of citizens include a new right to apply for "judicial review” of 
unlawful action of officials.

His satisfaction will come, even if h e fails, from having seen and attempted one 
of the most difficult works of the mind and one of the most challenging human 
tasks ”.

(2) Serious efforts are being made to 
decentralize political authority, the management of the economy and the direction 
of the government proprammes. Each of the three countries recognizes that 
modem states and their economies are simply too complex and diversified for the 
details of administration to be managed from a central point. Decentralization, 
either through reliance on federal mechanisms or through the delegation of 
authority to officials and managers closer to local and regional realities, should 
prove conducive to improved administration in the socialist countries. (3) The 
socialist countries are renewing their efforts to delineate the respective spheres of 
the party and the administrative organs of the government. Regardless of whether 
a country is a single or multi-party s tate, the party in control is usually more effective 
in setting policy and national priorities than in dabbling in their administration. (4) 
Legalistic concepts or ideologies appear to be giving way to an increasing concern 
with government's effectiveness. A pragmatic approach in such areas as the 
management of agriculture and the distribution of consumer goods can lead to real 
progress while an unyielding adherence to preconceptions or dogma can produce 
stagnation and perpetuate practices that are damaging to the general welfare. (5) 
These countries are seeking to increase the responsiveness and efficiency of the 
bureaucracy.

1540 SMITH, THOMAS B .(National University of Singapore). Analysis of policy 
failure: a three dimensional framework. Indian Journal of Public Administration, 
35(1) Jan-Mar 89, p. 1-15. 

Smith surveys contributions of leading authors in the field on its different aspects 
to evolve a "three-dimensional framework" for analysing the multifaceted meaning 
policy failure and success. 

While analysing policy failure, he discusses in detail the following three main 
dimensions: (1) Policy Design [i.e., (a) whether the policy has an appropriate moral, 
■ political or theoretical ground; (b) the extent of consensus it enjoys of those having 
a stake in implementing the policy]; (2) Policy Process [i. e., (a) looking into the ratio 
between benefits and cost, (b) implemen lability of the policy , and (c) sustainability 
or institutionalisation of the policy]; and (3) Policy Achievement [i.e., (a) efficacy, 
and (b) adequacy of the policy in problem solving]. 

Smith argues that policy and programme evaluators' concern with effectiveness or 
efficacy or both of policy should not be allowed to dominate the analysis of success 
or failure of a policy as it would lead to promotion of particular types of projects 
only at the cost of others. Even adjustments in one of the two dimensions may lead 
to increased failure in the other. He also points to the fact that in the fast changing 
scenario, policies may not even be given sufficient time to show desired results 
before a declaration is made on their success or failure. 

Smith admits that public policies can be examined and evaluated even without 
making judgement on their success or failure, but the emphasises that the planners 
and policy-makers receiving and using success /failure judgements have a duty to 
„ be aware of the multiple criteria and how judgements differ on the same policy in 
1 order to be able to defend choice/choices exercised by them . — Reproduced from the

ACHARYA, S.S. Agricultural production marketing and price policy in India: a study of 
pulses. Delhi, Mittal Publications, 1988. 506p. Rs. 300.00. 

The agricultural situation in India has undergone a change in the last two decades. While 
the cereal's production recorded a satisfactory growth, pluses production has remained 
sluggish. A very large proportion of Indian population is vegetarian and amongst the 
items of vegetarian diet, pulses are the richest source of protein. 

This study presents an integrated analysis of production, marketing and price scene of 
pulse sector. Detailed features of market structure, practices, channels concentration or 
power integration price-spread in pluses have been given. Price fluctuations, 
seasonality in prices, effect of price an non-price factors, terms of trade for pluses vis-a-vis 
other crops and relative changes in inter-crops and input-output price parities have been 
analysed. 

The basic thesis is that the country need not wait for the miracle seed of pulses to be 
evolved. Even the existing new technologies are yet to be adopted by the farmers. 
Improvement in pricing and marketing environment and explicit emphasis on these 
aspects in agricultural, extension work, can accelerate the growth of pulse production in 
the country. There is a five-page bibliography.

ANDRAIW, CHARLES, F. Political Change in the Third World, Boston, Unwin Hyman, 1988. 
296p. £ 9.95. 

Charles Andrain explores the ways in which public policies and sod-political beliefs and 
structures cause political change in the Third World. The author examines three types 
of political changes: (1) transitions in political leaders and their policies; (2)fundamenial 
transformations in political structures, policy priorities, and political strategies for 
dealing with policy issues; and (3) the impact of economic education, and health care 
polides on the society itself( induding changes in unemployment, inflation, economic 
growth, literacy, and birth and death rates). In the first part, the writer presents a general 
overview of political change in the Third World emphasizing how different models of 
political systems (folk, bureaucratic-authoritarian, reconciliation, mobilization) ex- 
plain the dynamics of political events in Latin America, Asia, Africa and the Middle-East. 
In the second part of the book, he then applies these models to specific changes in five 
developing nations: Cuba, Chile, Iran, Nigeria and Vietnam. 

BEIGBEDER, YVES, Threats to the international civil service. London, Printer Publishers, 
1988. 182p. 

At a time when the concept of an international civil service as formulated in the early 
days of the league of Nations is being challenged, this book traces the development and 
examines the present role and status of this service and the people who are employed by 
it. 

The creation and growth of the international civil service in U.N. Organizations is seen 
in relation to political and economic changes over the last 40 years. This historical 
perspective leads the author to the conclusion that an adjustment to the traditional 
concept of an independent international civil service is essential if it is to adapt itself to 
present realities. There are eight chapters excluding conclusion. In chapter one the 
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author recalls the traditional concept of the international civil service and the assump- 
tions on which this service is based an independent service, and elite corps, enjoying 
comfortable employment conditions, privileges and immunities serving the community 
of nations under the leadership of the secretariat head. The chapter two recalls the 
reasons for Hammars Kjold's lasting reputation, and then refers briefly to other past and 
present heads of U.N. Secretariats. Chapter three exposes the U.S. pressures on the U.N. 
Secretariats. Chapter four turns to the socialist countries" minority views on international 
secretariats; for them, allegiance to the socialist dogma and state prevails over interna- 
tional ideals. Socialist countries" practices conflict with the international requirements 
of the U.N. charter and staff regulations. Chapter five assesses if the international civil 
servant is still 'pampered', in spite of the increasing erosion of his employment conditions 
imposed by members states, of zero-growth budgets and staffing reductions. Chapter 
six reviews the theory and practice of staff immunities. The protection of the international 
civil servan t by quasi-diplomatic immunities has been shown to be an ineffective armour: 
a number of U.N. employees have been subjected to violations of human rights, like 
ordinary citizens. In chapter seven the role of staff associations and union are examined. 
In chapter eight the author examines example of new employment practices which 
deviate from the traditional international civil service concept. What needs do these fulfil 
and should they made part of a broader "new employment package". 

In the conclusion, the author tries to show that innovation is needed to face newpressures 
and constraints. There is a need to integrate a core of loyal devoted and effective career 
staff with a variety of other alternative employment schemes. There is also a need for 
executive heads and member states to restores the morale of their staff and their faith in 
the organizations" usefulness and effectiveness. Also contains useful bibliography. 

CHATURVEDI, ANIL. District administration: the dynamics of discord. New Delhi, Sage, 
1988. 185p. Rs. 150.00. 

In this study, Chaturvedi examines the extent to which government departments and 
agencies at the district level accept the need for cooperative endeavour the patterns of 
the interaction between them and the extent to which external pressures lead to improved 
interaction. The author has based his analysis on semi-structured interviews with 217 
government officials spread over four districts in Uttar Pradesh. The author analyses 
the perceptions of these officials to assess the causes and extent of conflict between the 
concerned departments and the impact of these perceptions on the ability of government 
departments to effect coordination between themselves. 

In this study an attempt has been made to analyse administrative processes at the district 
level. It raises significant issues concerning how and why interdependencies are, or are 
not created. In addition, although based on structural and systematic deficiencies, are 
mainly perpetuated through rivalries between the personnel involved. There is a thir- 
teen-page bibliography. 

CHAURASIA, R.A. Agro-industrial development: a strategy. Allahabad, Chugh, 1988. 
392p.Rs. 300.00. 

The present study assesses the geonomic foundations and the industrial scenery of part 
of Uttar Pradesh so called geographical entity "Bundelkhand region". It is based on 
D.Phil. Thesis which was awarded to the author by the University of Allahabad. The 
availability of resources like agriculture, livestock, forest, rocks and minerals, etc., and 
their complementarity to existing and ne windustrial unit; industrial structure, infrastruc- 
ture, locational analysis and strategy of industrial growth points suggesting units and 
locations of various small scale industries for their future development have been 
discussed in detail There are 94 references at the end of the text. 
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DHARM NARAIN. Studies on Indian agriculture, ed. by K.N. Raj. Amartya Sen and 
C.H. Hanumantha Rao. Delhi, Oxford University Press, 1988. 244p. Rs. 200.00, 

This selection of Dharm Narain writings covers his .most important studies. In the first 
contribution the author investigated the empirical evidence for the 'perverse responses' 
of Indian farmers to economic stimuli. In the second work he focused on the response 
of marketed surpluses in agricultural to change in relative price; and to the related 
question of using the terms of trade between agricultural and non-agri cultural products 
as an instrument of resource mobilisation from agriculture. Chapter three is devoted to 
an empirical investigation of marketed surpluses. Chapters four, five and six draw on 
the empirical findings of this study. In the seventh chapter , he made an attempt to 
explain the slow’' growth or rice in relation to wheat in terms of: (1) a deficiency of public 
investment in infrastructure in rice production such as irrigation, (2) the nature of 
available technology for rice, (3) the relatively inelastic demand for rice when compared 
to that for wheat, and (4) institutional factors such as the predominance of small holdings 
and sharecropping in the rice areas. Chapters eight to ten focus on the response within 
Indian agriculture to advances in seed-cum-fertilizer technology. In the concluding 
essay, he considered distributional factors in the investigation of growth, and stressed 
the need for encouraging labour-intensive techniques as well as the importance of 
improved access to resources by small and marginal farmers. 

GOYAL, RAjNI. State civil services training in India. Jaipur, RBSA, 1988. 364p. Rs. 275.00. 

The central objectives of this study are: 1. To present a descriptive summary on the 
growth of the training structure in Rajasthan. 2. To identify the training needs of the 
R.A.S, officers. 3. To examine the nature of inputs that the training system provides to 
the R.A.S. officers during the R.A.S. Foundational Training Programme and the methods 
used for the transmission of Knowledge and skills during such programme. 4. To 
undertake an analysis of the course contents and methodology of the professional or 
institutional training programme. 5. To analyse the issue involved in the field of district 
training system and its utility in the future service career of the officers. 6, To study the 
nature of in-service training imparted to the R.A.S. officers in the specific context of the 
duration, content and methodology of various programmes. 7. To critically examine the 
major problem areas in the administration utilization and impact of training imparted to 
R. A.S. officers, particularly in the broader context of linkage of the training system with 
the rest of the public personnel system and in this backdrop to suggest strategies for 
enhancing the effectiveness of the training of the R.A.S. 

This is a slightly revised version of the author Ph.D. thesis approved, by the. University 
of Rajasthan in 1 985. There is a ten-page bibliography. 

HIMACHAL PRADESH UNIVERSITY. AGRO-ECONOMIC RESERACH CENTRE. 
National Rural Employment Programme: its impact on Himachal Pradesh. Delhi, 
Mittal Publications, 1988. 139p. Rs. 125.00. 

This is a critical study of the National Rural Employment Programme in Himachal 
Pradesh, The main objectives are:(a) Procedure of selecting areas, project components 
and fixing targets at various level;(b) Physical and financial targets and achievements at 
various levels; (c) Nature and durability of assets /infrastructure created; (d) Identifica- 
tion and selection of beneficiaries; (e) Changes in rural economy with reference to land 
utilization, irrigation, cropping pattern, trade, etc.; (f) Changes in employment, wages 
and income pattern with emphasis on net additional contribution from NREP and 
Utilization of the income; (g) Problems in implementation of the programme as ex- 
perienced by the implementing agencies and by the beneficiaries; and (h) Policy implica- 
tions and recommendations. ' ■ 
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The study was conducted on a systematic sampling basis. With an analysis of the data 
for the year 1983-84, it has conclusively brought out that the achievements under the 
programme have been poor due to non-recognition of local and immediate needs as well 
as lack of necessary coordination with other developmental programmes and subsequent 
implementation. It also suggests that the shelf of the projects was framed with political 
bias. 

INTERNATIONAL BANK FOR RECONSTRUCTION AND DEVELOPMENT. Efficiency in 
irrigation: the conjunctive use of surface and groundwater resources,ed. by General T. 
O' Mara, Washington, D.C., World Bank, 1988. 196p. 

This collection of papers explores the theory, history, economics, evaluation, and applica- 
tions of the conjunctive use of surface and groundwater. Ways to use water efficiently 
for irrigation are analyzed, and their feasibility and institutional implications are ex- 
amined in case histories of California, Pakistan and China. Particular attention is paid 
to the concept of extemalities-costs bom by society or by persons other than the in- 
dividual whose actions occasioned them. In the context of irrigated agriculture,such 
diseconomies impede the efficient alloraH n n 0 £ water, and thus output is less than it could 
be. 

The contributors consider a host of remedies: Institutional, arrangements, methods of 
irrigationmanagement and investment in irrigation an drainage facilities, as well as plans, 
involving pricing, taxation, and regulation. The demanding informational and 
managerial requirements of efficient conjunctive use also addressed in chapters on the 
use of sophisticated analytical methods to measure and model the efficiency of irrigation 
systems. The Papers in this volume are from a conference on the effects of externalities 
on the efficiency of irrigated agriculture in developing countries which was held a* the 
World Bank in Washington, D.C., May 11-13, 1983. 

INTERNATIONAL BANK FOR RECONSTRUCTION AND DEVELOPMENT. Improving 
the allocation and management of public spending, by Stephen Lister, Washington, D,C., 
World Bank, 1988, 36p. 

This paper consists of a number of separate but related comments on aspects of planning 
and budgeting in Anglophone Sub-Saharan Africa. The author has arranged his practi- 
cal experience under four main headings. Section one is introductory, section two deals 
generally with the planning and budgeting process, section three concentrates on the 
problems associated with the planning of recurrent expenditure, and section four addres- 
ses aid agency involvement in and technical assistance of planning and budgeting. 

This is a background paper for the 1988 World Development Report. 

INTERNATIONAL BANK FOR RECONSTRUCTION AND DEVELOPMENT. Urban proper- 
ty taxation in developing countries by William Dillinger. Washington, D.C. World Bank, 
1988. 52p. 

The property tax is the most widely used source of municipal tax revenue in developing 
world, but its current yield is often insubstantial. 

Poor policy often sets tax rates too low, offers excessive exemptions and fails to adequate- 
ly respond to inflation. Poor administration results in incomplete tax rolls, haphazard 
valuation, and low collection efficiency. 

To increase the yield and improve the fairness of the tax both the policy and administra- 
tive problems must be addressed. Tax reform too often consists of a one time general 
revaluation or rate increase. Taken alone, neither has a sustained impac t on the property 
tax's performance. 
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Tax policy must ensure that rates are set high enough to make the tax worth collecting. 
Where significant inflation exists, a policy of annual adjustments in rates or valuations 
should be instituted. 

Administrative reforms should support simple procedure for property discovery and 
valuation, suited to the characteristics of the local tax base and the skills to the taxing 
authority. Procedures for updating property record to reflect changes in the tax base 
deserve particular attention. Collection systems should be designed to make compliance 
convenient, and non-compliance subject to costly, swift, and sure penalties. 

Central government can achieve reform on a nationwide scale — even where the property 
taxis locally administered — by delivering standardized packages of training and techni- 
cal assistance to local governments.

LAMBA, P.S. and S.S. SOLANKI, eds. Science, technology and rural development. New 
Delhi, Anmol Publications, 1988, 297p. Rs. 250.00. 

The present volume is the outcome of a Symposium on Science, Technology and Rural 
Development in the Union Territory of Delhi held at Maharaja Surajmal Institute, New 
Delhi, during 21-23 December 1987. The broad areas covered are:(l) Rural Delhi around 
2001. (2) Science, technology and rural Delhi. (3) (a) Rural industrialization, its problem 
and prospects in rural Delhi, (b) Assessment of the small scale cottage agro-industries in 
rural Delhi, and (c) An appropriate industrial policy for rural Delhi. (4) Employment 
generation in rural Delhi.(5) Transforming the agricultural base of rural Delhi. (6) 
Urbanization and its socio-economic and environmental impact on the rural people of 
Delhi. (7) Land acquisition and social imbalances in rural Delhi. (8) Education in rural

The Symposium aims at bringing together the various agencies of Delhi Administration, 
Government of India, banks, educational, academic and research institutions, and social 
and voluntary organizations concerned with the multiple aspects of the problems, in 
order to highlight them and provide proper inputs for the planning and administration 
of rural areas of Delhi. 

LIMA YE, MADHU. Birth of non-Congressism: opposition politics 1947-1975. Delhi, B.R. 
Publishing Corporation, 1988. 602p. Rs. 295.00. 

This book covers the entire gamut of opposition politics from 1947 to 1975. It opens with 
the first general election which caused despair in some sections and deceptive hopes in 
others. It describes how the question of attitude to the Nehru Congress baffled and 
disoriented the socialist and communist parties. It next, deals with the impact of Lohias 
strategy of non-Congress unity defeat of the Congress in social states, performance of the 
SVD governments, presidential contests of 1967 and 1969 and the Congress split. 

The authoritarian trend, which surfaced after Mrs. Indira Gandhi's victory in the sanp 
poll of 1971, greatly disturbed J.P. TheNav Nirman Movement and the Bihar Movement 
roused the people and its now fell to JP both to reflect and organise the popular will. The 
finale of all this was Mrs. Gandhi losing her balance after the Allahabad High Court 
Judgement, the demand made by the opposition for the Prime Minister's resignation and 
the declaration of emergency. A long night descended thereafter on the land of Gnadhiji 
and Nehru. Each chapter concludes with bibliographical references. 
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MAHATME, ANAND. Concepts and procedures in Indian census: a reappraisal. New 
Delhi, Criterion Publications, 1938. 129p. Rs. 120.00. 

India happens to have along tradition of periodic census — taking which was started 
during British time. After attainment of independence, the country's, people have given 
to themselves a democratic constitution which is based on secular and socialistic prin- 
ciples and calls for planned development of the country. Since no plan can be drawn up 
unless a sound data base is available, it was natural that India has conducted four 
censuses so far, viz., the ones in 1951, 1961, 1971 and 1981. The census is a statistical 
operation which aim at accurate measurement,if the data it will generate are to prove 
reliable and worthy of use in reserach and in planning. In this book an attempt has been 
made to examine the present position in regard to each one of the various concepts and 
procedures involved in a census and to make out a case for adaption, 35 far as possible, 
of internationally accepted definitions and methods, which "being used on a broad study 
of country experience and practice can be take to have successfully met general national 
needs". 

MOORE, R. J. Endgames of empire: studies of Britain's Indian problem. Delhi, Oxford 
University Press, 1988. 230p. Rs. 140.00. 

The seven studies in this book concern crucial episodes in the making of British policies 
for the freedom and unity of India. Throughout the last thirty years of the Raj there were 
sharp contrasts in the approaches of the British political parties to the problem of 
devolving power whilst maintaining control or influence. Though there were differen- 
ces, with in each of the British parties, initiatives were generally taken by Liberal or 
Labour statesmen and resisted and moderated by conservatives. 

A Conservative authority endured through most of the period, the long process of 
devolution was attended by a divisive undertow. The Mantagu-Chelmsford reforms, 
the Round Table Conference and the putative All-India Federation, the war-time 
attempts to reconstruct the Government of India, all suffered from their ini piemen tation 
under essentially Conservative governments. 

It is argued that in his demand for Pakistan Jinnah read the drift of British policy 
correctly, and that the return of Attlee's Labour Government transformed the terms of a 
final transfer of power. Against the background of division in India and conflict with 
Britain, those terms in essence dual dominionhood — appear as a significan t achievement 
by Mount-batten and the Attlee Government. 

PADHY, K.S. and A.K. BEHERA. Industrial policy of India, Delhi, Discovery Publishing 
House, 1988. 247p. Rs. 200.00. 

The present book covers the study of the role of policy analysis in the industry under 
different governments since independence. The author also traces the development of 
industry during the colonial period. There are eight chapters. In the chapter one 
various conceptual frameworks have been discussed. The utility of public policy and 
the planning and industrialisation analysed. The role of the public sector is also dis- 
cussed.

What 
processes and influences were involved in development of population policy? There are 
ninety-three references at the end of the text. 

SHUKLA, P.D. The new education policy in India. New Delhi, Sterling. 1988. 157p. Rs. 125.00. 

The present book begins with a verbatim reproduction of national policy on education, 
1 986. Some general comments on the policy are incorporated in Chapter two. The new 
education policy not only supports 10+2+3 pattern but also suggests measures to 
strengthen it and to establish what could be clearly recognized as the Indian system of 
education. This has been discussed in Chapter three . Chapters four, five and six 
analyse some of the broad thrusts of the new policy, namely universalization of elemen- 
tary education, vocationalisation of secondary education and reorganisation of univer- 
sity education. In Chapter seven, some other thrusts of the policy like navodaya 
vidyalaya, school complexes educational technology, distance education and interna- 
tional understanding are discussed. There are two appendices. The 1968 education 
policy is the subject matter of first appendix. The second appendix is on some of the 
present and future aspects of planning, managem ent and training in the field of education 
in India. 

Allahabad, Chugh Pub- 
lications, 1988. 292p. Rs. 200.00. 

This work embodies the results of a n empirical survey conducted among a sample of the 
immigrant farmers of coastal districts of Andhra Pradesh a t the command areas of Nizam 
Sager, Nagarjuna Sagar, Tungabhadra and Hirakud projects. The study purports to 
assess the entrepreneurial thrust of farmers by bringing into light a socio-economic 
phenomenon in the post independent India with ushered a new era in the irrigation 
development and the consequent migration of enterprising framers to the command 
areas of such irrigation projects. There are eight chapters. The conceptual framework 
of entrepreneurship and migration and their relevance for the economic development 
along with the coverage, design and methodology of the present enquiry from the 
subject-matter of Chapter one.

It is predicated on the assumption that bureaucracy is necessary for 
economic growth even in those countries which seek to achieve such growth 
through the relatively free operation of the economy within the rubric of a 
capitalist state. Hong Kong is a case in point. Although it has often been taken as 
the epitome of the benefits which can be derived from keeping government out of 
the economy, the bureaucracy has in fact played a critical role in support of 
economic development. Aside from the functions which must be performed by any 
state, such as the maintenance of law and order, the administration of justice, and 
the provision of public works, three features of Hong Kong bureaucratic practice 
appear to have been important in the definition of the bureaucracy's tasks in the 
economic growth process. These are Value for money' and the constant need to 
justify government expenditure; effective line implementation; and the ability to 
manage crises. If these constitute minimal essential requirements for such 
governments, they may provide useful criteria which small or micro-states, 
following capital growth models but not yet experiencing rapid economic 
development, can apply in assessing the capabilities of their own bureaucracies.

CHANDRA SEKHAR, $. Indian federalism and autonomy. Delhi, B.R. Publishing 
Corporation, 1988, 186 p. Rs. 110.00. 

Hiig work comprises a collection of papers on Indian centre-state relations which 
were presented to the National Seminar on Centre State Relation, held at the 
Andhra University. There is a demand that the state governments have to be more 
independent than in the past, and have to be treated with greater trust, respect and 
responsibility in various matters such as financing of development, allocation of 
responsibilities consistent with the local need, and in matters of security and 
authority of the Central Government in respect of evaluating the activities the 
regional governments, wherever the funds and assistance of the Central Government 
are involved. This is the focus of the first part The second part comprises an 
examination of the fiscal transfer mechanism, the bases of distribution of resources, 
their strong points and weaknesses, locked at from the point of the requirements of 
the state governments, mainly the question of the adequacy of resources which are 
being transferred at present and the need to take into account some of the more 
distribution criteria so that there are fewer complaints from the recipient states. A 
number of suggestion have been made for strengthening the tax structure of the state 
government. It has also highlighted the med for reviewing the relative roles of the 
Union and the states in India in the context of planning, building up of infrastructure 
and in matters relating to the activity of organizing the product of the public sector. 
This work has three axmexures, i.e„ the term of reference of the Finance Commission, 
a summary of the recommendations of the Sarkaria Commission on Centre-State 
relations, and the alternative terms of reference suggested by the working group of 
the non-Congress I Chief Ministers.

Native Officers; Public Works Organisation and Development; Irrigation Work; 
Railways; Finance; The Home Government of India, etc. Also studied are Personal 
liberty; The Vernacular Press; The National Congress; Assumed Drain of Wealth 
from India and Popularity of English Rule.

. exercised to ensure financial discipline. 5. Whether accountability of urban local 
bodies to the legislature would amount to curbing its autonomy in decision-making. 

The author comes to the conclusion that the real problem of the urh n local bodies is 
not poor finances but weak financial administration. Each chapter concludes wife 
bibliographical references. 

DEVINE, PAT. Democracy and. economic planning: the political economy of a self- 
governing society, Cambridge, Polity Press, 1988, 306p. £ 35.00, 

The book is a wide ranging analysis of the nature of economic planning in both 
capitalist and state socialist societies. It seeks to establish an alternative to market 
forces as a means of coordinating decentralised economic decisions. 

The author beings with an analysis of the theory and practice of capitalist 
planning, central planning and 'market socialism'. The writer argues that, while 
market socialism is currently favoured by many economists who reject both 
capitalism and the command planning of Eastern Europe, it cannot fulfil the promise 
held out for it. 

Devine elaborates an alternative model based on the noval idea of "negotiated 
coordination". The model combines system-wide with decentralised decision- 
making, recognizes the existence of differences of interest and incorporates a 
transforma tory dynamic in which individuals modify their attitudes in fee light of 
the positions of others. The model offers a detailed account of how economic activity 
could be organized in a self-governing society. There is a nine-page bibliography. 

FISHER, DOUGLAS, Monetary and fiscal policy. London, Macmillan, 1988. 310 p. £ 35.00. 

This is a stydy of fee theoretical literature on monetary and fiscal policy. It 
provides, $ comprehensive theoretical and empirical survey of macro-policy models 
and issues; it concentrates on the rational expectations revolution, but places this 
exciting new theory firmly in the context of the long standing policy debates of the 
past 50 years. The survey covers the entire range of the debate from Keynes to 
'credibility' and includes a chapter on monetary-fiscal growth models. There is a 
twentyfive-page bibliography.

Publishers, 1988, 41 lp. Rs. 330.00.

The present publication is a comprehensive assessment of economic development in 
Tamil Nadu in the post independence period. The eleven chapters of this book 
describe the structural features of the Tamil Nadu economy and discuss performance, 
prospects, and policy issues in major sectors such as agriculture, irrigation, industry, 
energy, education and housing and in respect of fiscal policy and planning. Extensive 
bibliographies have been included at the end of each chapter. 

MATHUR, B.P. Foreign money in India, New Delhi, Macmillan, 1989, 294 p. Rs. 120.00. 

Economic development through foreign aid and foreign investment has dominated 
the international economic scenario for the last three decades. Economic theorists 
generally consider 'aid' as bestowing an unquestioned advantage to the aid recipient 
and highlight its sacrifice aspect on the part of denors. The author questions this 
conventional wisdom on the subject and points out the unique benefit it confers on the 
donors and its economic cost to the aid recipient. Foreign aid is now being used by rich 
countries as a powerful instrument of export promotion at prices controlled by them, 
enabling them to maintain a high level of effective demand for their 
technostructure, while at the same time, landing the developing countries in debt 
trap. Making a case study of the American PL 480 aid, the author establishes how 
this outlet bailed out the American farm economy from chronic overproduction in the 
1950 and 1960 and gave the U.S.A. a dominating share in the global wheat market. 
Foreign private investment, considered an alternative to aid, has its own drawbacks. 
Apart from some of the questionable methods of multinationals, the study observes 
the existence of heavy pressure on balances of payment which foreign controlled 
investment exercises. : 

This study highlights the need to move away from aid lead growth strategy 
towards a policy of self-reliance which has hitherto merely remained a pious 
resolution the Indian Planning scenario. 

MAURYA, S.D. Urban environment management: a functional study. Allahabad, Chugh, 
1988. 388 p. Rs. 300.00. 

The present volume is a revised version of the author’s D.Phil dissertation approved 
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approach' to the problems of urban planning and development. There are twelve 
chapters. Chapter one attempts to investigate the entire physical and cultural 
canvas of Eastern Uttar Pradesh— the area ’under study so as to have a background 
for occupational analysis there.

The final Chapter attempts to point out 
conditions drawn from the study regarding the general sodo-economic chapter of 
urban people of the region.

MISRA, JAGANNATH. New dimensions of federal finance in India. New Delhi, Vikas, 
1985. 167 p. Rs. 125.00. 

The present book is a crifcical-cum-constractive study of the federal finances of the 
nation on operational front and makes an effort to place the Union-state finandal 
relations on healthy tracks. It first lays down the norms and principles of federal 
finance in general, analyses their relevance to the prevailing drcumstances in 
" particular, and finally puts on the anvil of unbiased scrutiny the entire gamut of 
finandal operations at and in between the central and state levels. It pinpoints a 
number of inconsistendes and inadequades in the division of functions and finandal 
resources between the Centre and the States and unearths some dangerous trends in 
the operational reals of our federal finances. It also puts forth some suggestions first 
for redivision of responsibilities and resources between the two levels of government 
and secondly for improving the working of fiscal system. It also outlines the 
directions for needed amendments. 

MITTAL, D.K. Employment in public enterprises. New Delhi, Anmol, 1988. 275 p. 
Rs. 250.00. . 

There are two parts. The first part delves on the shifting emphasis on employment 
objective, employment strategies adopted during different plans, technological 
choices, supposed incongruity between growth and labour absorbing technology and 
employment-investment relation, etc., traced from the commencement of the First 
Five Year Plan. Importance of wage policies, personnel relations, employee 
partidpation and human resource development for productivity improvement and 
creation of employment opportunities sustainable at rising levels of per capita real 
wage have been duly emphasised at appropriate places. 

Part II deals with various aspects of employment in industrial and commerda! 
undertakings of the Central Government and evaluates the pace and the pattern of 
employment generation in these undertakings in the light of the policy statements 
elaborated in various plan documents, crudal features of employment in these 
enterprises such as, declining employment investment ratio, eroding employability 
of fixed assets, marked variation in capital intensity and per capita emoluments in 
different industry groups, dwindling share of manpower cost in revenues and value 
added, improvement in employee welfare expenditure and employment to backward 
dasses, etc, have been statistically highlighted. The data presented in this book 
also reveals the employment growth in organised private sector has lagged far 
behind the slow employment generation in the public sector. There is a eighty five- 
page bibliography. 



PADHY, K.S. and JAYASHREH MAHAPATRA. Reservation policy in India. New Delhi, 
Ashish, 1988. 200 p. Rs. 150.00. 

Right to equality is one of the most important fundamental rights which every 
citizen of India enjoys under the constitution. The central government and state 
governments are providing suitable opportunities to the scheduled castes and 
scheduled tribes opportunities in respect of jobs and admissions into academic 
institutions so that they can socially advance and economically prosper. But 
extension of concessions sparked a controversy over the desirability of indefinitely 
extending these concessions which deprived brilliant young men of adequate 
opportunities.

New Delhi, 
Kali for Women, 1988. 224 p. Rs. 125.00. 

Taking the three related concerns of development, ecology and gender, this book 
argues that there is an intimate link between the degradation of women and the 
degradation of nature in contemporary sodety. Both arise from assumptions that 
guide maldevelopment, also know as economic development. This 
maldevelopment— and consequently, sdence, technology, politics— is exploitative 
by definition and every area of human activity guided by it marginalises and 
burdens women and nature. 

The author argues that there is only one path to survival and liberation for nature, 
women and man, and that path is the ecological one, of harmony, sustainability and 
diversity, as opposed to domination, exploitation and surplus. In developing her 
thesis she explores the unique place of women in the environment, both as its 
saviours and as victims of ecological maldevelopment in India. Her analysis differs 
from most conventional analyses of environmentalists and feminists, which have 
focused on woman in the Third World as special victims of environmental 
degradation. It is an articulation of the categories of challenge that women in 
ecology movements are creating, and an explication of how their struggles constitute 
a non-violent, non-gendered and humanly inclusive alternative to the dominant 
sdence and technology and development paradigm.

TEWARI, R.T. and A. JOSHI, ed. Development and change in India. New Delhi, Ashish 
Publishing House, 1988. 678 p. Rs. 400.00. 

This book is an outcome of the seminar on "Development and change in Uttar 
Pradesh' sponsored by the Planning Department of the State Government was 
organised at the Giri Institute of Development Studies, Lucknow during the period 
27-29 March 1987. It aimed at analysing the changes and trends in the economy and 
its major sectors with respect to pace pattern and structure of development in Uttar 
Pradesh during the period 1960 onwards. The papers are arranged in five sections 
consisting of: (a) The State Economy in National Perceptive, (b) Trends in overall 
Development, (c) Agriculture and Rural Development, (d) Urbanization and 
Industrial Development, and (e) Economic Infrastructure and- Social Service. The 
focus of analysis is not only confining to only performance of the State economy but 
also extends to its comparison with the rest of India. 

Findings of the Seminar reveal that performance of Uttar Pradesh up to the end of 
the Fourth Plan had been lagging behind the national average in terms of certain 
selected indicators of development. But there has been a definite improvement in its 
growth performance since 1974-75 and the State can no longer be blamed for 
exercising a dragging influence on the national economy although it continues to be 
backward in respect of the quality of life. Besides, the State is quite rich in natural 
endowments and resource potentials but extra care is needed to augment the level of 
their exploitation, through upgrading the quality of project administration. 

Low levels of investment in previous plans have adversely affected the 
infrastructural development in the State. To catch up with the national levels of per 
capita income it would, therefore, be necessary to have much bigger size of the plan 
outlays. To mitigate it evasion of sales tax, road tax, property tax, irrigation 
charges, etc., which made the problem of resource constraints more serious should be 
dealt with precations. Finally, the growth strategy in Utter Pradesh has to remain 
agriculture oriented. However, simultaneous efforts for effective implementation of 
rural industralisation programme through promotion of agro-based and small scale 
industries would be sine-qua-non for reducing pressure of population on land and 
achieving all-sound development in the state. 

Studying implementation: methodological and 
administrative issues. Bombay, Popular Prakashan, 1988. 184 p. Rs. 80.00. 

The six essays in this volume stress overall Conceptual design and field strategy 
issues far more than details of protocol development, field staffing and training, and 
interviewing techniques.

employment and the extent of its popular impact were maximized through the 
elaboration of an idiosyncratic bureaucratic ideology. Central features of the Libe- 
rian bureaucracy are discussed — the over definition of its external boundary; the 
weakness of its internal boundaries, the relative insignificance of specialized expert 
knowledge to bureaucratic roles; and the idiosyncratic nature of the bureaucratic 
career. While Weberian standards did not apply in the Liberian instance, it cannot 
be assumed that the latter was therefore a Tailed bureaucracy', for the Liberian 
administration was arguably effective in relation to certain goals, even if these 
were not ones which would have applied in the ideal-typical case. These goals 
were essentially political and must be understood in relation to political constraints, 
rather than — as is often suggested in studies of Third World management — as 'cul- 
tural phenomena'.

value can be exported, wholesale, to a far less organized Third World context— a 
perfect example of confusing techniques with goals. When projects are no longer 
run on rhetoric, and means confused with ends, the need to choose between man- 
agement models (such as 'people-centred' versus 'blucpring management') ends. 
Instead, actual field conditions can be focused on. Actual conditions often demand 
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sanction for operations, especially preventive and punitive action, is very impor- 
tant. Equally important is the awareness of the people in this regard, and their 
access to legal and administrative machinery that has been provided by policy- 
makers. It may be mentioned that sane environmental enthusiasts in the legal 
world have already set up the Indian Council of Enviro-Legal Action (ICELA). 

R.B. Jain and Kanchan Sharma fake a look at the totality of the situation, describing 
the types of environmental problems encountered in India, and 'governmental re- 
sponse thereto, In the light of various enactments and the existing infrastrucivTal 
support. They present a detailed survey in this regard, highlighting, in the conclud- 
ing part, how Environmental Protection Boards at state level are not functioning 
properly due to perceptual variations inherent in our federal system. Though 
appreciative of NCOs role and occasional concern of the judiciary, they conclude 
that a much more vigorous approach needs to be adopted for dealing effectively 
with violations, reflecting on damages to environmental resources. According to 
the authors, while one must emphasise the role of NGOs in goading the Govern- 
ment into action, "yet carefully planned institutional response must emanate from 
the government". They further add that "the weakness of environmental manage- 
ment in India lies both with the institutional set-up and the people". 

Mukul Sanwal assesses the training needs of civil servants in order to equal them for 
proper management of environmental affairs. He gives a detailed treatment to the 
issues — needs, objectives, and methodology — before laying down guidelines for 
designing a programme for such training. As regards operational constraints, he 
categorises them into technical and administrative constraints. It has to be realised 
that the interface of the machinery of government, with the people of varying 
levels of effluence and understanding, is complex, intensive and continuous. 
Training for skills and knowledge is important; but it must also concentrate equally 
on the need for right attitudes and social sensitivity within administration. Train- 
ing for creating awareness and competence for dealing with emerging problems of 
the environment is thus of utmost importance and a ritualistic approach will not 
suffice. 

Kamla Chowdhry's is a critique on social forestry programmes in India. She ex- 
plores the "roots of failure". Analysing the reasons of its failure, she finds that the 
tradition and culture of the department, lack of involvement of local organisations, 
and land-use policies for afforestation were the factors responsible for the failure. 
She feels that building a people's movement — involving schools, colleges, mandis, 
municipal bodies, etc. — may help. To her, devolution of powers, envisaged in. the 
recent Panchayati Raj Act, may be a veiy significant step towards the success of the 
programme, if it is appreciated and implemented in the right spirit. The programme 
and policy of social forestry in the country has had varying fortunes. Recently, a 
decision was taken to set up a Technology Mission in order to ensure its speedy 
and coordinated development. 

B.B. Vohra discusses irrigation-related problems caused by large dams, and advo- 
cates the case of paying greater attention to ground water sources, which can be 
harnessed as a more viable, economical and accessible source of irrigation. He also 
discusses the problem of run-off and loss of top soil, and pleads for establishing a 
control mechanism. Though billions of tonnes of our precious top soil, an irreplace- 
able resource, has been finding its way to oceans through river courses since 
centuries, yet we have not taken even proper cognizance of this serious problem, 
let alone taking remedial measures. 

Vora opines "the public in general and local communities in particular, must take 
a much greater interest in a matter which concerns their future, and the future of 
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their children and their children's children, than they have done in the past". 
Voluntary organisations and political parties have a great role to play in educating 
the people, and for that matter even the government managing these resources to . 
the best possible advantage. He sums up with identifying six major tasks in the 
field of water and, therefore, of land management which merit sustained attention 
in practical terms, on the part of policy-makers and programme managers. 

M.A. Chitale discusses the problems relating to management of watersheds and 
basins in the country for the preservation of the environment. In this process, he 
covers their linkages with pollutants from mining activity, release of toxic chemi- 
cals and effluents from cities, the relationship between upstream and downstream 
areas, sedimentation, and waterlogging. He advocates the need for imparting 
education about the environment and hydrology to functionaries, along with 
promotion of research in the area, and devising of a sound system of monitoring. 
He also suggests setting up of river basin authorities to look after these activities. 

W.A. Rodgers, an internationally known wildlife expert, exposes the gaps that exist in 
our wildlife policies, which account for conflicting situations. With land not available 
and wildlife population growing due to conservation efforts, a difficult situation was 
bound to emerge. He, therefore, pleads for the need for more rigorous planning and 
greater involvement of people in policy formulation for this purpose. 

Udaya Bhaskara Reddy gives an analytical account of the costs— economic, social 
and environmental — involved in large river valley projects to illustrate, with mar- 
shalling of data, that large sized dams are, in fact, causing huge losses to the 
country. He, therefore, makes a case for smaller dams, as these would be relatively 
much more economical, in terms of the costs and yet render useful service. This 
is an area where much more scientific studies are necessary. Technical opinion 
seems to be sharply divided. Many social actions or activists groups and eminent 
environmentalists are busy in mobilising public opinion with a view to opposing 
construction of big dams because of there likely social, economic and ecological 
consequences in the long run. 

Ashish Kothari, on the basis of his analysis of EIA documents, weighs the advan- 
tages and disadvantages of Narmada Sagar and Sardar Sarovar Projects, before 
concluding that they cannot attain the envisaged results despite the enormotis 
costs — economic, social and ecological. He, as an environmental activist, argues 
for staying work on these projects, and for a thorough reassessment of their desira- 
bility. 

M.C Saxena examines utilisation of wastelands for social forestiy purposes. In the 
light of provisions made in different forest policy announcements from time to 
time, he analyses how far this step has helped the poor in terms of access to the 
benefits from grass, minor forest products, fuelwood, etc. Not satisfied with the 
outcome of the programme, he makes some useful recommendations in this regard 
to remedy the situation. 

While talking of political support and vested interests, he asserts that the contractors 
"have made good despite being condemned by all and sundry". He opines that the 
politicians really stand to gain widespread support from the electorate if they espouse 
and implement measures as he has suggested. He, however, dramatically puts it as 
follows: 'The problem remains of the lower level staff who stand to lose. If anti-people 
policies still continue, the question arises, 'who rules the country'?" This problem of 
administrative management requires deep consideration. 

Gautam Dey discusses the extent of wasteland crisis and the remedy thereof, and 
the need for afforestation of wastelands. His emphasis is on greater people's par- 
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Licipation for success of the programme. Among the measures suggested by him 
are greater involvement of people in the decision-making process, extending access 
to proper technology, the setting up of cooperatives, enlisting participation of women 
and NGOs, etc. 

Jaya Chafcterji's focus is on the social forestry programme. She first highlights the 
inconsistencies of forest policy of colonial masters and, in the changed post-independ- 
ence context, the need to check the growing pressures of demands of industry 
(packaging and paper), and energy. She suggests plantation of trees on common 
lands through fuller participation of people, ensuring due returns to them. She 
wants this programme to be overseen by a village level institution and tries to out- 
line its functions and powers. According to her, "absence of people's participation 
has been the bane of the government-managed social forestry programme", 

M.N. Buck, while analysing the environmental impact of urbanisation, presents a 
rather distressing picture of environmental pollution caused by the seemingly all- 
inundating sullage of sewerage from, cities, which are already bursting at the seams, 
infested with sprawling slums, and yet expanding at a maddening pace, consuming 
fertile agriculture lands. Rivers have become big nullahs of sewerage and industrial 
effluents. The figures and statistics that he quotes in support; of his analysis are truly 
alarming. To retrieve the situation, he suggests planned development of small and 
intermediate towns and the use of uncultivablc wastelands for industrial use, and 
sparing the shrinking fertile lands from the pressures of urbanisation and related 
activities. As he says, "An urban system based on an equitably dispersed settlement 
system would, by preventing excessive concentration in a few cities, greatly reduce 
the adverse impact of urbanisation", 

Vinod Vyasulu examines the pressing problems of environment and industry. He 
focuses on environment pollution — air, water, thermal and noise — caused by steel 
plants in India. He presents the grim features of the damage that this pollution is 
causing to human beings living in steel plant townships, and raises issues relating 
to checking the nuisance caused by these. For effective pollution control and working 
out "social services management", he raises important issues, like the availability 
of institutional mechanisms that promote viable policies, investments for environ- 
mental protection, the role of R&D, the exchange of experience elsewhere, dissemi- 
nation of information, etc. 

Ashok Khosla raises in his article the important issue of linking technology with 
environment, instead of blind acceptance of what is offered or is available. Since 
taking technology from industrialised West (based on wasteful consumption) hardly 
suits the needs of a developing nation as it is bound to create problems, he pleads 
for creating a suitable organisation to assess the question of appropriateness of 
technology to suit local conditions. Fie lays down necessary guidelines for this 
purpose. Not convinced with the track record of private and public sector organ- 
isations in handling technology question — which must have proper linkage bet- 
ween innovation-production-marketing — he suggests creation of a new sector to 
handle all these questions independently and objectively. He speaks of the role of 
the "independent sector" in sustainable development. 

Rajiv Agarwal and Praveen Pardeshi look at the problems that are posed by the 
expansion of industrial activity in Raigad district in Maharashtra. This case study looks 
into the problems of pollution through the location of chemical industries, deforesta- 
tion, quarrying, and change in the life styles of tribals located in this forest covered 
territory, pollution of sea beach, etc. They emphasise devolving greater powers to 
the Collector and rigorous check on expansion of industrial activity in the region 
through insistence on Environment Impact Assessment (EIA) and preparation of 
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Environmental Impact Statement (EIS) in advance as a safeguard against environ- 
mental degradation. According to them, anticipatory action on these lines should 
facilitate development without destruction. 

S.P. Ranga Rao and M.S. Prakasa Sastry present an interesting case study of Andhra 
Pradesh regarding environmental pollution control. They examine the structural and 
legal framework, and give detailed treatment to progress in this regard in order to give 
a picture of how state Pollution Control Board in Andhra Pradesh has been function- 
ing. The experimentation with pooling resources to set up common industrial ef- 
fluents treatment plants and transportation of effluents through tankers, in view of 
the constraint of financial resources with small scale industries, are innovations 
which can be tried out elsewhere also. 

K.V. Ramesh Raju and K. Purushotham Reddy also deal with attempts made by 
district administration in controlling water pollution caused by industrial effluents 
flowing from Patancheru industrial area, located in close proximity to Hyderabad. 
Similar experiments, due to the pressing needs of the situation, have been initiated 
elsewhere, through mutual cooperation between industrial units or through promo- 
tional efforts of governmental agencies or social action groups. The real need is for a 
scientific study on a continuing basis of such scattered efforts for enduring results and 
wider diffusion of authentic information and knowledge. 

Against the monolith of implementation failures of environmental conservation pro- 
grammes at bureaucratic leveL Ashok Pradhan gives an interesting case study of 
mobilising people's participation at the bureaucratic level in successfully complet- 
ing a time-bound programme of creating a rowing course and also taking up massive 
operation of desilting Sukhna Lake in Chandigarh and other measures to promote 
forestry and preventing silting of the lake again. 

This experiment evoked a lot of public interest and awareness, which needs to be 
institutionalised, to prevent the recurrence of such silting. The case study provides 
interesting glimpses as to how the administration can generate people's participation 
through openness, constructive approach, and sustaining the interest and support of 
various sections of the local community in a programme which is of importance to 
all. 

R.K. Saprn discusses water pollution and management of wastewater in Chandigarh, 
a modem planned city. According to him, obviously, the indifference to dispropor- 
tionate expansion of industries in the Union Territory is bound to create serious 
environmental problems. After analysing the causes, he presents his suggestions — 
legal and administrative — to tackle the situation. If is a matter of consideration if 
such problems, which have wider repercussions, can be effectively thought of in 
isolation for a small territory, which is not immune to outside influences of various 
kinds. 

The most immediate targets of environmental pollution are the workers in hazard- 
ous industries producing DDT, BHC, blue asbestos, etc. Therefore, Binoy Acharya 
takes a look at the provisions under various enactments pertaining to occupational 
health and safety of industrial workers. Pointing to various inadequacies, he pleads 
for formulation of such laws, with workers' participation, for universal vo^erage, 
carrying with them a guarantee of implementation. The possibility of normal haz- 
ards and the accidental hazards, as in a gas leak or radiation, necessitate a complex 
network of safety, remedial and emergency measures. This aspect, apart from its 
scientific, and legal sides, must be reinforced with the adequacy of organisational 
and administrative capability. 

Renu Khator, with a comparative perspective, discusses the problems encountered 
in implementing laws relating to water pollution and refers to implementation 
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gaps. She compares and contrasts the Indian situation in this regard with that 
prevailing in the USA and Great Britain, as she finds several commonalities bet- 
ween the three models. She follows it up with an interesting discussion on the 
factors that cause enforcement gaps. The main cause, to her, in India is the vari- 
ation in the rationality of the three main actors, Le,, the polluter, regulator, and the 
public. She concludes that the inconsistency of Indian pollution policy regulations, 
with what she calls "local policy culture", is the main cause of implementation 
failure which perhaps can be corrected through changing the policy culture. As she 
observes, "In India, the emphasis is on universal standards, but once again, the 
unfavourable local policy culture makes it impossible for local regulators to seek 
adherence. As a result, while hostility results, no enforcement is still achieved". 

R. Goodland, in the last article, gives details about the policy of the World Bank, as he 
perceives it, relating to the funding of hydropower projects in Developing and Less 
Developed Countries, particularly in the context of environmental controversies. 

As the international organisations have begun to take interest in national and global 
action required for environmental protection, it is worthwhile to have an idea of the 
approach of the most powerful international lending agency concerned with deve- 
lopment It is a matter of consideration as to how far the Less Developed and 
Developing countries can effectively and purposefully utilise the international finance 
as may be made available. The internal anticipating preparedness, as well as real- 
istic planning backed by organisational adequacy, is bound to become a crucial 
factor. 

In the various articles from our distinguished contributors, to whom we owe our 
gratitude, a host of issues have been thrown up. Some have also been further men- 
tioned in other documents. But there is no finality in them. The dangers to ecology 
and environment are manifold. Their character or intensity continue to vary. Hence, 
there is need for continuing study, with long-range perspective, of the problems in a 
scientific manner. It is an area for simultaneous phased action too. The interdiscipli- 
nary nature of the problems and possible solutions have been repeatedly stressed. 
Research will have to cover both fundamental and applied aspects. The questions of 
legal authority, administrative adequacy, organisational effort, and monitoring mecha- 
nism are also vital. The immensity of the task of coordination, both vertical and 
horizontal, has to be kept in view. Vested interests have also to be taken note of. The 
political will and the effectiveness of governmental, legal or judicial and other 
institutional mechanisms also, therefore, assume importance. Social sensitivity of 
the administration at all levels is of utmost significance. The environmental prob- 
lems underscore the rural and urban nexus as well as continuum. 

Apart from their physical impact, they have many social facets which are accentu- 
ated in particular circumstances. The problem of Scheduled Tribes is linked with 
forests and social forestry. For developing countries, the dilemma of development 
versus ecology often comes to the front It can be employed, according to some, to 
perpetuate backwardness. There is at the moment the controversy about the pos- 
sible impact of construction of big dams. But the question of alternatives is also 
there to find more energy in view of the increasing needs of the population. The 
social justice and equity aspects also project themselves very acutely in certain 
situations. The role of social action groups, NGOs, voluntary organisations in 
mobilising public opinion, informing it and organising as well as involving the 
people and groups of people is veiy important. Youth and women can make 
significant contribution. 

For policy measures and programme implementation, adequate financial investments 
are apt to become the determining factor. For the overall success, an integral view and 
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; integrated approach by policy-makers, technologists, scientists, administrators and 

social/voluntary workers may be called for, apart from general consciousness of 
f the need for environmental audit on the part of the people, as it is the common 

, future which is at stake and that is why there is the need to work in common with 

| goodwill, imagination and integrity of purposes the present. 

In his note Maheshwar Prasad gives an outline of what has been done so far by the 
| Government of India to prevent both environmental degradation as well as to pro- 

j mote environmental conservation at the governmental level. It provides, in brief, 

| requisite information which is helpful in pursuing the matter further. 

In another note, Pritee Shah discusses the problems caused by increasing use of 
! detergents in our daily life, and the hazards that these pose to the unwitting consum- 

I ers. She points out that inspite of potential dangers to babies, domestic servants, 

and housewives from detergents and their constituent chemicals, no legal provi- 
| sion exists to control and regulate detergents' marketing and usage. 

In the next note, Miloon Kothari discusses the environmental context in meeting the 
housing needs in rural India, as has been reflected in the National Campaign for 
| Housing Rights. The various issues highlighted include material for building houses, 

access to resources needed to sustain the dwelling needs of the rural communities 
and, of course, a critique on National Housing Policy in this regard. — Reproduced

Outlining the origin and growth of local self-government in India, the author says 
that the work of urban government is developmental. In view of this, the old 
structure of local self-government definitely needs to be reviewed and adapted to 
the modern situation. The aim of bringing the local self-government closer, to the 
people will have a wide appeal. In this context, the salient features of the proposed 
Nagarpalika Bill will give a proper shape to the local self-government in the country, 
says the author. 

Ghose in his article opines that involvement of more people in the development 
scheme of the Nagarpalika will gradually eliminate the chances of corruption and will 
enable the urban local bodies to function more effectively. 

Training of officials in local governments is as necessary as training in other fields. The 
All India Institute of Local Self-Government is one institution which provides such 
training to officers. In this article the author describes the origin and growth of the 
Institute coupled with its role in the training of officials through its various training 
programmes. 

The complexity of urban problems and the limitations of internal resources have 
proved that taxes alone cannot provide sufficient finances to municipal bodies to 
enable them to perform their assigned functions adequately. It is in this context 
that the various committees have recommended supplementary support to munici- 
pal bodies by way of grants-in-aid and tax sharing of certain state levied duties. 
Though the structure and pattern of grants-in-aid vary from state to state, the 
author is of the firm opinion that grants-in-aid must supplement tax collection if 
the local bodies are to maintain their financial health and contribute their mite to 
the overall national regional development. 

Provision of housing and basic services to the growing population in towns and cities 
in India poses a great problem. In short, the rate of growth of urbanisation was faster 
than the growth rate of the economy. In view of the inadequate resources available 
for urban development, in five year plans, various committees have proposed 
strengthening of local bodies to solve the problem of ving and basic services 
needed for the community. The present policy perspective is in favour of affordabil- 
ity in housing. 

A professional and managerial solution is thus being proposed for tackling urban 
problem in the context of housing, devolution of funds from states to local bodies, 
community participation decentralised decision-making, two tier organisational 
system would definitely help in achieving parity between affordability of the 
community and quality of services. 

After analysing the historical growth of the concept of local self-government, the 
author says that the municipal government has today become a synonym for mal- 


administration in the whole political fabric of the country. The proposed amend- 
ment bills (64th and 65th) to the constitution are milestones in strengthening and 
development of the Panchayati Raj institutions and urban local bodies for demo- 
cratic decentralisation and revival of democracy at the grassroot level in the coun- 
try, says the author. The proposed amendment bills will solve the conflict claims 
of rural and urban development the author feels.

BOOK NOTES 


AKBAR, M.j. Nehru: the making of India. London, Viking, 1988. 609p. $17.95. 

jawaharia! Nehru India's first Prime Minister was the ideological and political heir of 
Gandhiji. Building on the Gandhiji's foundations as leader both of the Congress and of 
independent India from 1947. Nehru shaped the new state: his story is India's story. 

Bom in Allahabad on November 14, 1889. Nehru was a Kashmiri Brahmin. The author 
examines with great perception the social and cultural milieu in which Nehru grew 
up, giving a fascinating picture of the man behind the public figure. Drawing on a 
wealth of material only recently released from British Government records and on 
Nehru's own papers. The author also looks at Nehru's life against the background of 
voltile political forces that have dominated twentieth-century India, providing a unique 
insight into the years of struggle loss and ultimately achievements. The last hundred 
years have seen the growth of a new independent nation of vast complexity, both 
political and social — the architect of that nation was Nehru. There is a nine-page bib- 
liography. 

AW ANA, RAM SINGH. Pressure politics in Congress Party: a study of the Congress Forum for 
Socialist Action. New Delhi, Northern Book Centre, 1988. 405p. Rs. 265.00. 

The present volume attempts to study the Congress Forum for Socialist Action as a 
pressure group within the Congress Party for a period of little more than a decade 
between mid 1962 and early 1973. It has also touched upon the revival of the CFSA 
in 1977 and 1987. Explaining how non-implementation of party policies and pro- 
grammes, authoritative attitude of the party elite towards the rank and file, and the 
emergence of ideological differences among them led to the formation of the pressure 
group. The structure, process and functions of the pressure group have also been 
analysed. The forum reiterated its faith in defining the concept of Socialism, its basic 
objective being to emphasize the establishment of socialistic society in the country. The 
forum achieved a good success as far as controlling monopolistic tendencies and 
expansion of public enterprise were concerned. 

Nationalisation of 14 major banks, abolition of privy purses, ceiling of urban property and 
many other significant progressive and socialistic measures adopted by the government 
were the other major achievements of the pressure group. However withdrawal of the 
Prime Ministers support and intramural conflicts within the pressure group led to the 
disbandment of the pressure group in 1973. Thus, the major finding of the study is that 
it is not the political party or the leadership which takes decisions; rather the programmes 
and policies of the party are determined, to a large extent, by pressure groups in die party.

BHANDARI, KUSUMLATA. India: electoral reforms. New Delhi, Election Archives, 1988. 
236p. Rs. 180.00. 

The present study is an analytical study of the working of election law and practice in 
India. There are seven chapters. The first chapter discusses in detail the various aspects 
of the Indian electoral system supporting various arguments by giving examples from 
election practices and different viewpoints of eminent politicians and political scien- 
tists. In chapter two, the author has discussed in length the present administrative set 
up and operations of the Election Commission. In chapter third, an humble effort has 
been made to give a bird's eye view of the Election Law. Chapter four is devoted to 
the question of reducing the voting age from 21 years to 18 years. In chapter five, the 
author has discussed the question of election expenses and highlighted the enormous 
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expenses that have to be incurred by candidates and political parties considering the 
size of parliamentary and state Assemblies constituencies and the growing number of 
voters, the present ceilings on expediture fixed by the Election Commission look 
absured. Chapter sixth concentrates on the need of the proportional representation. 
The concluding chapter gives summary and suggestions. There is a fifteen-page bib- 
liography. 

CHOWDHRY, D. PAUL. Training methodology and management. New Delhi, Sterling, 
1986. 291p. Rs. 125.00. 

This book deals with the management of training-objectives, approaches, planning, organ- 
isation, the trainer and physical arrangements. It also deals with a variety of methods of 
training and aids, both old and new. Through training (lesson) planes, an attempt has 
been made to demonstrate the use of particular methods/aids in dealing with particular 
topics. Evaluation, research and standards have also been dealt within the context of 
training. An annotated bibliography is presented at the end of the appendices. 

DASS, DAYAL. Charles Metcalfe and British administration in India. New Delhi, Criterion, 
1988. 21 2p. Rs. 170.00. 

An attempt has been made in this study to present a comprehensive account of Sir 
Charles Metcalfe's administration. This study is organised as follows: From writer to 
Governor General; Relations with the Indian states; Relations with foreign countries; 
Revenue and financial administration; Judidal administration. Legislative reforms; Free- 
dom of the press; Administrative and social reforms; Military administration and a sad 
episode. There is an eleven-page bibliography. 

DREWRY, GAVIN and TONY BUTCHER. The civil service today. Oxford, Basil Blackwell, 
1988. 259p. $ 19.50. 

The present publication is a critical survey of the British civil service. It outlines the 
history of the civil service, provides a statistical profile of the modern service and 
examines the wider context, organizational, constitutional and political, within which 
civil servants work. The book focuses on a number of key issues that have attracted 
attention in recent years, particularly since the election of the first Thatcher admini- 
stration in 1979. These include the problems associated with excessive bureaucratic 
secrecy, the shortcomings of conventional devices for achieving ministerial accounta- 
bility, accusations of ministerial 'politicization' of the dvil service, the professional 
dilemmas that can afflict individual officials facing crises of conscience and how 
Whitehall has been affected by a succession of government campaigns aimed at 
improving efficiency and effectiveness. The authors discuss recent causes celebres — 
notably, the decision to ban trade unions at GCHQ, the Pointing affair, the Westland 
crisis and the government's desperate efforts to prevent publication of Peter Wright's 
Spycatcher. There is a seven-page bibliography. 

GEHLAWAT, JX. and K. KANT, eds. Strategies for rural development. New Delhi, Arnold, 
1987. 33 7p. Rs. 150.00. 

The present volume is based on the proceedings of the "National Seminar on Rural 
Development" held at IIT, Kanpur on May 3, 4, 1986. The problems of rural development 
affect the lives of three quarters of the world population. So far this vast section of sodety 
has remained poor and neglected in the process of economic and technological develop- 
ment The publication presents the efforts being made in this direction by various 
agencies in India. Contributors discuss a wide range of topics of crucial importance to 
rural development. Subjects covered in this publication include the policies of the 
Government of India, the role of technical institutions in the development of appro- 


priate technology and training of manpower, involvement of industrial and business 
houses in transfer of the skills for organisation and management, developments in the 
agriculture field including post-harncst technology and animal husbandry, formation 
of employment oriented small scale and cottage .industries including traditional handi- 
crafts, rural housing, health care, sanitation and the use of alternate energy sources. 

GHADIALLY, REHANA, ed. Women in Indian society: a reader. New Delhi, Sage, 1988. 31Gp. 
Rs. 190.00. 

The centra! mission of the book is to raise awareness, stimulate thinking, generate discus- 
sion and provide fuel for action in changing relevant aspects of women lives. There are 
five sections. Each section is preceded by an introduction which briefly described the 
papers included in it Section one presents contextual, analytical, as well as theoretical 
ideas about women, their role and identity. Section two consists of recent empridal re- 
search organized around existing stereotypes about men and women, the socialization 
of the two sexes and the attitudes people hold towards women. Some forms of vio- 
lence against women, where these originate from and what can be done to stop them 
are explored in section three. Section four deals with the portrayal of women in diverse 
kinds of media such as films and television. The papers on growing awareness in 
section five speak of the variety of efforts generated in this country regarding sensi- 
tizing people to inequalities between the sexes and a search for a personhood among 
women. There is a sixteen-page bibliography. 

GOYAL, K.G. Rural development and banks. Jaipur, Prateeksha Publication, 1987. 292p. 
Rs. 250.00. 

The present study has been carried out to review the functioning of the Lead Bank 
Scheme in Rajasthan with particular reference to the district of Ajmer— the spreading 
of banking habit the mobilisation of deposits, the extension of liberal credit facilities 
to {fie priority and neglected sectors of the economy and the preparation of district 
credit plan to ensure adequate supply of credit for the economic development of the 
district, and the suggestions to make the operation of the scheme more effective. There 
is a six- page bibliography. 

I HEYMANN, PHILIP B. The politics of public management New Haven, Yale University 
I Press, 1987. 196p. £20.00. 

How do political appointees chosen to head government agencies deal with the powerful 
j political forces that surround them? In this book, the author draws on his own experience 

I and that of other government officials in order to explore the political context of high- 

level management. A combination of analysis and illustration, the book is filled with stories 
. about the successes and failures of prominent figures such as Caspar Weinberger, 

j Anne Gorsuch, Les Aspin, Ed Meeso, and Joseph Califano; from those anecdotes the 

author draws generalization and provides useful guides for analyzing the problems he 
discusses. 

| The author explains that the politics of public management is unique: it is the technique 

, of guiding an organization constructively and creatively while legislators executive lead- 

ers, and media and interest groups vie for control over the direction that will be set; 
it is the handling of policy choices in the light of electoral politics; it is the task of 
maintaining legislative and public support for the agency and for the goals of its 
leader. The authors' discussion of how managers choose and execute the goals of 
I government while politics swirl about their heads and his prescriptions for effective 

1 high-level management are instructive. 
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INTERNATIONAL BANK FOR RECONSTRUCTION AND DEVELOPMENT. Rural deve- 
lopment: World Bank experience, 1965-86. Washington, D.C. World Bank, 1988. 129p. 

The report seeks, first, to examine the evolution of the Bank's thinking on Rural Deve- 
lopment and reviews the objectives of the original Bank RD strategy. Second, it shows 
the extent to which those objectives were met by Bank lending and discusses the issues 
which arose. Third, conclusions and lessons from this experience provide ideas for the 
future. The report has six chapters plus a summary of the main conclusions. The first 
chapter outlines the evolution of the Bank's RD programme and details its objectives. 
The second shows how the strategy was implemented. Chapter three reviews area 
development projects, while chapters four to six, discuss issues arising from the Bank's 
RD programme. In addition, seven profiles highlight some of the programmes 
financed by the Bank while the boxes in the text give more detailed information. Two 
annexes, statistical data and a reference list condude the report. 

KULKARNI, V.B. Pakistan: its origin and relations with India. New Delhi, Sterling, 1988. 343p. 
Rs. 225.00. 

This book is devoted almost entirely to a discussion of Pakistan's problems. The author 
analyses the developments in Pakistan which have adversely affected its relations with 
India. Among the subjects discussed arc the present form of government in Pakistan, 
reasons for the failure of democracy in it, the periodic outbursts of religious ferver includ- 
ing the latest phase of Islamic fundamentalism, the country's foreign relations and 
defence and nudear capabilities.

LYNN, LAURENCE E. Managing public policy. Boston, Little, 1987. 282p. $11.96. 

The central premise of this book is that executive contributions to governmental perfor- 
mance are a product of the interaction between personality and circumstances. Draw- 
ing upon studies of cognition and personality, decision-making, organizations, and 
political and administrative processes, the book presents an original view of American 
politics and public management. In developing his arguments, the author provides a 
dear basis for systematically evaluating the performances of public executives and for 
identifying the skills and behaviours of effective public managers. Performance evalu- 
ations of five recent public executives are presented in a concluding chapter. Each 
chapter concludes with bibliographical references. 

MUDLIAR, T.D. Property: a constitutional right Meerut, Sarup, 1988. 248p. Rs. 125.00.

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NARENDRA PRASAD, The State Bank of India and rural development, Delhi, Amar Praka- 
shan, 1988. 278p. Rs. 220.00.
